Spithead, England. 

ABOUT the latter End of Odlober. 1758, Captain Hughes in 
the Xorfolky with a Squadron of Men of War and a Fleet 
of Tranfports, defigned upon an Expedition to the Weji-Indies, 
failed from Spithead, but being obliged to put back by contrary 
Winds, he failed again from St. Helen s^ Xovember 12, and having 
fent the Berwick a-head to call out the Ships and Tranfports 
that were lying in Plymouth Sound ready to join him, he pro- 
ceeded down the Channel. 

Xavember 13. The Berwick about three o'Clock in the After- 
noon appeared oflF Plymouth with a DufcA Enfign flying at her 
Main-top-gallant-maft Head, upon which Captain Shuldham in 
the Panther made the Signal to weigh. 

Mvember 15. The whole Squadron joined in Latitude 49: 4o^ 
and confifted of the following Men of War and Bomb Veflels, 
with 60 Sail of Tranfports.

In the Tranfports were the following Regiments, with a De- 

■ 

tachment df the Artillery from Woolwich, Old Buffs, Duroures, 
Elliot's^ Barringtons, Wat/on s, Armigers. 

On board the feveral Men of War the Marines were aug- 
mented to the Number of 800, and were intended to be formed 
into a Battalion, under the Command of a Lieuteni2nt- Colonel 
and Major, (exprefly appointed by the King for this Service,) 
in order to land with the Troops, and to do Duty in the Line; 
but upon the Arrival of the Squadron at Barbadoes, Commodore 
Moore refufed his Affent to land them in Battalion, and did, in 
effe<5l, take away all Command from the Lieutenant- Colonel and 
Major of Marines. 

The General Officers employed on this Expedition were 
Major-General Hopfon, Commander in Chief; Major-Gencral 
Sarrington; Colonels, Armig€r and Haldane; and Lieutenant- 
Colonds, Trapaud and Glavering, Brigadiers. 

S>fov. 16. This and the following Days the Wind being foul, 
and it coming on to blow frefh, on the 19th Captain Hughes^ at 
four in the Morning, made a Signal to put back; but at five in 
the Afternoon the Wind changing in his favour, be tacked again, 
and ftood on his Way ; and after a Paffage of feveu Weeks and 
three Days, without any very material Occurrences intervening; 
appeared with the above Armament off the Ifland of Barhadoes, 
on Wednefday, January 3, 1759, and came to an Anchor with his 

Squadron 
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Squadron in CaYlifie-Bay, the Place of Rendezvouze for the Fleet, 
in Cafe of Separation by bad Weather. 

Carlisle-Bay, Barbadoes. 

Jan. 3. Barbadoes, is a rich and fertile Ifland, lying in the 
Latitude of 13. 5. N. Longitude 59. W. in Length about thirty 
Englifh Miles, and about twelve Miles broad: The S. W. Point 
forms a Bay, called Carli/le-Bay, where there is a Depth of Water 
from twelve to thirty Fathom. It takes its Name from James 
Earl of Carli/le, who obtained the firft Grant of the Ifland, Anno 
1625, from King Charles the Firjly but in the Year i66i, Kiilg 
Charles the Second, purchafed the Right of the Proprietors, and 
ever fince it has been a Royal Government. The Town of 
chiefeft Note is Bridgetown, which lies on the Bay. The Pro-! 
duce of the Ifland is Rum, Sugar, Indigo, Cotton, Ginger^ 
Pine-Apples, Guavas, Plantanes, Oranges, Lemons, and Limes. 

As the Ships approached, the Ifland rofe gradually out of the 
Sea with a delightful Verdure, prefenting a moft inviting Pro- 
fpe6l of the Country all around, which looked like a Garden; 
the Plantations were amazingly beautiful, interfperfed at little 
Diftances from each other, and adorned with Fnjits of various 
Colours ; fome were fpread out in fine and open Lawns, in 
others the waving Canes bowed gently to the Winds from hang- 
ing Mountains; while the continual Motion of the Sugar-Mills 
difperfed in every Part, and working as it were in Concert, en- 
livened the engaging Scene, and made it infinitely ftriking to 
Eyes long accuftomed to the unentertaining Range of Sky and 
Water only. 

The Inhabitants were drawn up along the Shore, and a ge- 
neral Alarm given to the Ifland, as ufiial, upon feeing a ftrange

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Fket, and fo large a one was a new Spedacle zt Barbadoes, where 
they were entirely ignorant of the Force it contained, and only 
gueffed its future Deftination. 

From Barbadoes, St. Vincent, bears W. about 26 Leagues, 
St- Lucia, W. N. W. 30, and Martinico N. W. 40. 

As foon as the Fleet came to an Anchor, Commodore Moore, 
who was lying in Carli/le-Bay, with his Broad Pendant hoifted on 
board the Cambridge, in Company with the Briflol, Woolwich, Roe- 
buck, Rye, and Barbadoes Shop, threw out a Signal for all Lieute- 
nants, and took upon him the Command of the now united 
Squadrons. 

Jan. 8. The following Days, while the Fleet remained here, 
were chiefly employed in watering the Ships, landing and re- 
embarking the Troops, who were reviewed by Governor Pinfold, 
and General Hop/on; in Councils of War; in Affemblies of the 
Council of the Ifland; in iffuing Proclamations ; and beating 
up for Volunteers ; all which ended in fending forty Negroes on 
board each Line-of-Battle-Ship, to draw the Cannon on Shore, 
ire. This was the fole Reinforcement his Majefty's Squadron 
received while at Barbadoes, excepting about 200 Highlanders, 
belonging to i;he fecond Battalion of Lord John Murray s Regi- 
ment, brought over under Convoy of the Ludlow-Cq/ile, from 
Scotland. 

13. With this Armament, confiderably impaired by Sicknefs* 
and which could not exceed 5000 Men compleat. Commodore 
Moore, and General Hop/on, fet fail from Carli/le-Bay, Saturday, 
Jan. 13th, at eleven o' Clock in the Morning, and flood for the 
Ifland of Martinico. 

* The Troops unaccuftomed to the Climate, fuiFered greatly from Fevers^ from the J7ux, 
the Scurvy from the Ufe of Salt Frovijms, and irom an accidental Evil, the SmalUPox^ which 
broke out amongft the tranjports. 

Martinico^ 
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Martin ICO, or as the Fr^cA call it Martinique, lies in 
the Latitude of 14. 30. N, Longitude 61 W. It is about thir- 
teen Leagues in Length, and feven in Breadth, full of Hills, one 
of which appears at a great Diftance refembling the Crown of a 
Man's Hat, and is therefore called by Way of Diftindion, the 
Cardinal's Cap, and is a good Land-Mark to Sailors. On the 
North Side of it lie three fmall Iflands, one of which is called 
Tree- I/land, being well wooded and fupplied with Water, with 
a good landing Place for Boats: Indeed the whole Ifland of 
Martinico is exceedingly well watered. Rivulets running every 
where through it. The mod beautiful Part of the Country is 
to the S. W, It produces Sugar, Rum, Moloffes, Cottoriy Ginger, 
Indigo, htc. like the other Leeward Colonies. It has feveral Bays, 
of which the Chief is the Great Bay o£ Port-Royal, the Capital of 
the Ifland, and the Bay of St. Pierre, a large Town about feven 
Leagues from it to the N. W. Port- Royal Bay runs up about feven 
Miles, in fome Places near five Miles in Breadth. 

Off the I/lands of St. Lucia and Martinico.

To Capt. Edw. Jekyll, Commander of the Rippon. 
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"Jan. 14. At eight in the Morning the Squadron made the 
Land of Martinique; at ten was off the Ifland of St. Lucia, which 
• ihewed very high ; at twelve off the Ifland of Alartinique, when 
the Car dinar s-Cap bore N. N. W. half N, ten Leagues. 

Jan. 15. At Six in the Morning the Commodore flood in be- 
tween the Iflands of St. Lucia and Martinico ; at feven Martinico 
bore N. W. about three Leagues, and St. Lucia S. W. near the 
fame Diftance, when the Commodore threw out Signals for the 
Rippon, Winchejler^ Woolwich, Lyon and Roebuck, to come within 
Hail of him. 

At Nine the Commodore hailed the Rippon to keep near him 
and to make ready for A6lion : At Eleven the Squadron was 
clofe in with the Diamond Rock, at Martinique, and pafled by a 
Fort in the fmall Bay of St. Annes^ and another of feven Embra- 
fures, which took no Notice of the Fleet. At twelve the South 
Point of the Great Bay oi Port- Royal, bore N. W. three Miles ; 
at two the Citadel of Port-Royal and the Forts about the 
Bay fired Signal Guns and hoifted Colours, on the Appear- 
ance of the Englijh Squadron; at the fame Time the Flo- 
riffant of 74 Guns, and a French Frigate, then lying under the 
Guns oi Fort'Xegro, made fail and tuT^ned up under the Citadel, 
and about fix in the Evening came to an Anchor in the Carenage 
behind it. Another Frigate which proved to be the Bellona, 
made her Efcape, and was taken afterwards in her Paflage to Old 
France, by the Vejlal, Capt. Hood, giving the firft Intelligence in 
England, of the Arrival of the Fleet at Martinico. 

At four the Squadron having entered the Bay, the Battery at 
the Ifle des Ramiers, or Pidgeon- Ifland, fired two Shot at the Rip- 
pon, being the fecond Ship. The Ifle des Ramiers, is a little 
Ifland about half way up the Bay, on which is ereded a Battery 

very 
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very high, and which occafionally play'd upon the Shipping as 
they came in. 

At five the Commodore brought to, and made the Signal for 
all Mafters of Tranfports, with the proper Signals for the Lyon, 
Briftoly and Rippon; which being anfwered, he made fail again, 
and the Squadron was all Night employed in turning into the 
Great Bay of Port- Royal. 

The Marines from the Briftol and Rippon land at Martinico: Great 

Bay of Port- Royal. 

Jan. i6. The firft Attack upon the Ifland oi Martinico was made 
this Morning at Fort-Negro, a ftrong Battery of feven Embra- 
fures, and within three Miles of the Citadel. The Brifloly Rippon, 
and Lyon were ordered over Night for this Service, but the Lyon 
driving out to Sea afterwards, at fix the Briflol and Rippon flood 
in for the Fort, and at eight the Briflol, having anchored clofe 
in with it, began to engage. About nine the Rippon anchored 
aftern of her, when the Battery being filenced, at ten the Ma- 
rines from both Ships landed in the Flat-bottom 'd Boats, and 
climbing up the Rock enter'd in at the Embrafures, but found it 
entirely abandoned by the Enemy, and feemingly with fome Pre- 
cipitation, feveral Hats, and Swords, Silver Spurs, h'c. being 
picked up by the Men in different Parts of it. A Lieutenant 
from each Ship with a Party of Seamen, who row'd the Boats, 
entered with the Marines, and about half an Hour after ten, the 
Englifk Colours were hoifted, and Marine Centinels polled upon 
the Parapet. 

The Officers having maide the neceffary Difpofitions in cafe 
of being attacked by any Detachment from the Citadel or Gar- 
rifonat Forth Royal, the Lieutenant of the Briftol returned on board 

to 
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to acquaint Capt. Lejlie with the Condition of the Fort, and 
that it was the Opinion of the Marine Officers, that it was tena- 
ble againft any Attempts of the Enemy to retake it, cfpecially 
as the Troops employed on fuch an Occafion muft of Neceffity 
be expofed to the Fire of the two Ships ; upon which Capt. 
Lejlie order'd them to keep Poffeffion till he made a Signal to re- 
embark. In the mean Time the Detachment in the Fort pro- 
ceeded to fpike up the Guns, knock'd off the Trunnions, broke 
the Carriages, and deftroyed the Powder in the Magazine. 

At this Time Commodore Moore made the Signal for all Ge- 
neral Officers, and at twelve o'clock the Signal to anchor. 
The Mafter of the Rippon, Mr. Jacobs, founded from Fort-Xegro, 
to the Northward as far as the Northmoft Point but one, and 
found from twenty to thirteen Fathom, fine Sand and fmooth 
Ground, 

At two the whole Fleet came to an Anchor in the Great Bay 
of Fort-Royal, the Citadel bearing E. about three Miles, and the 
Commodore made the Signal, to prepare to land the Troops. 

The Winchejler, Woolwich, and Roebuck, were fent in to attack 
a Fort in the Bay of Cos des Navires, a fmall Bay lower down, two 
Miles to the Northward of Fort-Negro, where it was propofed to 
land the Troops : Having file need this Battery, and blown up 
the Magazine, the three Ships lay by to cover the Flat-bottom'd 
Boats upon landing, and with the Brijlol and Rippon kept a con- 
ftant Fire upon the Shore. 

At this Time the French Troops detached from the Citadel to 
oppofe the landing of the Englipi Forces, which they expeded 
from tljie Situation would be attempted in this Bay, being de- 
ceived by the Appearance of the Marine Centinels on the Para- 
pet at Fort-Negro, whom they took for Part of the Army already 

dif. 
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dif-embarked, and fearing they fliould be put between two Fires, 
retir'd immediately back to Port-Royal, leaving the Beach without 
Defence, and by this Means afforded an Opportunity for the dif- 
ferent Brigades to land without any Interruption. 

Gapt. Lejlie having made a Signal from the Bri/iol for the Ma- 
rines and Seamen in Fort-Negro to come off, the Centinels were 
withdrawn, and the Colours taken down ; after which, and hav- 
ing thrown the broken Carriages of the Can^ion down the Rock, 
they re-embarked on board their feveral Ships, without any 
moleflation from the Enemy. 

As the Squadron was . now at an Anchor between Fort-Negro 
and Pidgeon- I/land, and within three* Miles of the Town and 
Citadel of Port-Royal, the Enemy foon difcovered the headmoft 
Ships to be within Reach of their Mortars*, and accordingly at 
three the Garrifon in the Citadel began to throw large Shells at 
the Fleet, which flew over the Rippon, Bri/iol, and Lyon, and fell 
aftern into the Sea without any Effed, upon which, at half an 
Hour paft three, the Commodore fent a Lieutenant on board 
thofe Ships, with Orders for them to weigh immediately ; flipped 
himfelf in the Cambridge, and dropped aftern. 

TJie Troops Land. 

At four the Signal was made to land the Troops, which in 
confequence of the Signal made at two o'Clock to prepare to 
land, were already affembled in the Flat-bottomed Boats along- 
fide of that Tranfport where the Commanding Officer of the 
Brigade they belonged to was on board. Upon the Signal being 

^ A Shell throvrn from a Mortar, with the greateft Requilite of Powder, is generally fup- 
pofed to fly about two Miles and two Thirds. 

made 
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made to land, the Boats put off immediately, and at five the 
firft and fecond Brigade landed without Oppofition, on the Beach 
in Cos des Xavires Bay, about five Miles from Port-Royal; foon 
after. Part of the third Brigade landed at the fame Place, the 
whole Army confiding only of three Brigades of two Batta- 
lions each. 

At half an Hour paft five, the Troops, which had made good 
their landing, formed, and marched up by Files into the Coun- 
try towards Fort-Negro^ and laid upon their Arms all Night. 

At fix Commodore Moore, made fail again with the Fleet, 
which all Night was employed in turning up into the Great Bay, 
nearer to Port- Royal. 

Jan. 17. At feven in the Morning the Troops advanced be- 
yond Fort-Negro, firing the Woods and clearing their Front to- 
wards Port- Royal. 

At eight the Commodore made the Signal to man and arm 
all Boats, when the Remainder of the third Brigade was landed 
at Fort- Negro. 

At ten an EngliJ}i Battery was open'd and began to play from 
an Hill above the Fort, and to fcour the Woods. All the Morn- 
ing the Troops kept engaging with Small Arms, the Enemy 
never prefenting a Front, but firing from the Buflies and be- 
hind Trees. 

About Noon the Troops were feen advancing up the Hill 
which overlooked the Town and Citadel, when to Obfervers in 
the Squadron all Appearances feemed to promife Succefs, and 
flattered them with a fpeedy Conqueft of the Metropolis of the 
Ifland; but 

At two, General Hop/on fent on board the Cambridge, to ac- 
quaint the Commodore, that he found it impoffible to maintain 

his 
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his Ground, unlefs tlie Squadron could give him Affiftance, by 
landing fome heavy Cannon at the Savaniia, near the Town of 
Port-Royal; or, that the Commodore would attack the Citadel in 
the Bay at the fame Time he did on Shore; both which the 
Council of War (which was immediately held) judged to be 
impra^licablfe, as in landing the Cannon at the Savanna, the Boats 
employed muft of neceffity be expofed to the Fire of the Garri- 
fon*; and the Citadel could not be attacked by the Squadron 
without the greateft Rifque, for the Eafterly Wind and Leeward 
Current conftantly fetting out of the Bay, prevented the Men 
of War from proceeding any higher, , without being obliged to 
tack frequently ; in doing of which fome Hours would be taken 
up, all which Time they could not fail of being cannonaded 
from the Citadel, from the Battery. at Pidgeon- I/land, and from 
another ftrong Battery at the upper End of the Bay on the op- 
pofite Shore to the Town. It was however propofed to land 
the Cannon at Forl-MgrOy or above it, which the Seamen were 
to draw to any Place where the General (hould judge convenient 
to* form his Attack; and accordingly the Squadron came to an 
Anchor. 
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The Troops re- embark/ 

At four o'Clock it appeared that General Hop/on thought pro- 
per to retire with the Troops, and Orders were given to have the 
Boats ready to affift in bringing them off. 

At five the Commodore ordered the Rippon to weigh and to 
warp up nearer to Fort- JSfegro, to cover the Re-embarkation of the 

* The Difficulty of landing Cannon from Catamorans is at all Times found to be fo very 
great, as renders it next to impoffible to fucceed, where an Enemy can annoy the Troops 
employed in the Execution; and therefore is never attempted, but in Places of Security, 
and out of the Reach of their Guns. 

C 2 Troops, 
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Troops, who were now retreating from their advanced Pofts ; at 
feven the Boats were fent away, and at nine in the Evening, 
when the Moon was well up, the Troops re-embarked at Fort- 
Xegro, after fetting Fire in their March to all the Canes and 
Country round about them, with little or no MoleRation from 
the Enemy. . t 

Killed in this Attack. Capt. Dalmahoy, of the Granadiers in Dm- 
roures^ and 22 Men, Wounded. Capt. Campbell, of Duroures^ and 
Lieut. Lefiie of the Highlanders, with 47 Men; Total 69. 

Various have been the Reafons affigned for this very precipitate 
Retreat from Martinico, the principal Object of this Expedition, 
none of which have proved fufficiently fatisfadory to People at 
a Diftance, but without doubt they appeared fo to the Britijli Ge- 
nerals, who alone muft be fuppofed to have the bed and trueft 
Information of the State and Condition, the Strength or 
Weaknefs of the Ifland; or otherwife would not have abandoned 
the Metropolis, the Town and Citadel of Port- Royal, when ad- 
vanced fo near it, and when all the fufpeded Difficulties of land- 
ing, and making good that Landing, were now already part; no 
unforefeen Dangers to alarm, no Ambufcades to threaten or 
mafqued Batteries to pour -concealed Deftru6lion on the Troops; 
no regular Battalions drawn out in array againft them, but 
lurking Negroes here and there difperfed and fcudding from Tree 
to Tree and Bufh to Bufh, were all the formidable Enemies the 
Britijh Veterans had to deal with and to oppofe; fome, and very- 
few of which fuffered by thefe fcattered and random Shot, in all 
but 69. The Roads, 'tis true, were broke, the Paffes narrow, rug- 
ged and difficult for Cannon and Carriages, and for forming a 
large Body of Men abreaft ; but where no Enemy lined or flanked 
thefe broken Roads and Pafles, or filled the Woods or fortified the 

hiUy 
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hilly Gi'ounds, or interrupted the March andProgrcfs of their In- 
vaders, the moft that can be faid, is, that theNatureof the Country 
was fuch as would have retarded the Operations of the Army, but 
could not furely have prevented Succefs in Time, if Time had 
been allowed, and the Troops permitted to remain, inflead of 
re-embarking the very firft Day of their Attack. 

After the Squadron had left Port-Royal Bay, it was reported, 
how true, I know not, that the French had not 400 Regulars 
upon the whole Ifland of Martinico to defend it ; and that they 
were not very ftrong, is evident from their making no better Re- 
fiftance at Fort-Negro^ one of their moft confiderable Batteries ; 
fuffering it to remain, without any Attempts to retake it, in the 
Poffeffion of a Handful of Marines, in all not 80, and upon the 
Lofs of it, retiring from the Bay oiCas de Xavires^ where the only 
Troops they had advanced, were drawn up to oppofe the Brit- 
ipi Landing, and where the Brigades in a few Hours after, difem«- 
barked without the Lofs of one fingle Man, or the firing of a 
fingle Shot. 

It willlikewife be feen in what follows, that fo late as AprU i6th 
the Count de Bourkonnaye^ Governor of Martinico, wrote to the 
Governor of Guadelupe, '" That he was in no Condition to fend 
*' any farther Relief or Afliftance to him, all the Arms he could 
'* fpare being already taken, " had he been able to have detached 
Men to his Relief, he certainly would not have fent Arms alone, 
when his own Ifland was in no Danger of an Attack; how- 
ever, as was before premifed,our Commanders no doubt, had very 
ftrong Reafons for the fudden Retreat they made, tho' the Army 
in general was not acquainted with them; their intrepid and 
refolute Behaviour afterwards at the Siege of Guadelupe is 
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enough to convince the World, that it was not owing to want of 
Courage, or Conduft in them. 

Jan. 1 8, At fix the next Morning the Cambridge and Mrfolk 
driving out to Sea, the Commodore hoifled his Broad Pendant on 
board the St. George, and the General called a Council of War, 
when it was determined to leave Port-Royal, and to make an At- 
tempt upon St. Pierre. General Hop/on being of Opinion that 
no Time was to be loft, the Commodore made the Signal on 
board the St. George for the Squadron to weigh, and at nine hoifted 
hia Pendant again on board the Cambridge, which was returned 
from Sea. 

At twelve and all this Afternoon the Fleet was employed in . 
turning into Port-Royal Bay, in order to amufe the Enemy, and 
about fix in the Evening the Commodore bore away from Port- 
Royal, and ran down along the Weft Side of Martinico, all Night 
under an eafy Sail, 

The Bay of St. Pierre. 

Jan. 19. At fix o'clock in the Morning the Squadron made 
its firft Appearance off the Bay of St. Pierre, the Town bearing 
E. N. E. five Miles, the Bay open and fpacious, and the Town 
at the upper End of it, built in the form of a Half-circle. 

St. Pierre is a Place of great Trade, and notwithftanding 
that the Englifh Armament was long'expeded in thefe Parts, 
and had been now already four Days at Port-Royal, to our great 
Surprize we found on our Arrival above forty Sail of Merchant- 
Men lying in the Bay. The chief Strength of the Town is the 
Citadel, built at the North. End of it, which is regularly fortified 
and well defended, but was very acceffible to the Squadron at 
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thisjun^ure, on account of a *wefterly Wind, a Circumftahce 
not common in this Latitude, which fprung up and blew right 
into the Bay till the Evening; the Shore was likewife bold, and 
had a depth of Water fufficient to carry in the largefl of our Men 
of War: Several fmall Batteries were ereded for the Security of 
Shipping in the Bay, but were fuch as would, in all probability 
have been filenced very foon upon an Attack. In the Citadel 
we difcovered with our Glaffes a Battery of four large Mortars, 
intended to play upon the Squadron as it approached the Town. 
At feven the Commodore threw out the Panther s Signal, which 
flood into the Bay immediately, and founded from Side to Side, 
the Citadel firing feveral Shot at her. 

* The Enemy were fo (Irack at feeing the Wind thus remarkably favour the Engli/h, and 
again afterwards at the Attack of Guadelupe, when tfie Men of War approached fo much 
nearer the Citadel and Shore, than could poflibly have been expeftcd to happen, that in 
all Places they declared, *' It was a Judgment from Heaven, and that the Engltfh were fent 
*'' to punilh them for their Sins." Somewhat like what is reported to have been faid by 
a Briti/h Officer formerly at the Siege of Calais^ who being afked by an infolent Frenchman 
on the Surrender of the Town to the Duke of Guife, *' When he intended to crofs the Sea 
'' back, and take Pofleffionof it again ;" replied, '^ When your Sins are greater than ours."

This Thought is beautifully exemplified in Mr. ADDISON *s Simile of the Defraying 
Angel, applied to the Duke oi Marlborough , in the celebrated Poem of the Campaj^.

(Such as of late o'er pale Britannia pad) 
Calm and ferene he drives the furious Blad:

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At eight Signals were made for two of the Bombs which ftood 
in, till they had got the true Diftance of the Town and Citadel. 

At twelve the Commodore fent his Captain (Capt. Burnett) on 
board the Rippon, with Orders to filence the Battery North of 
the Town about a Mile and a half. 

Every Thing at this time had the Appearance of a General 
Attack upon the Place, the Panther founding, the Bombs ftanding 
in, the Rippon ordered to engage, and a Signal made from the 
Commodore for the Tranfports with the Troops to come under 
his Stern ; but the Face of Battle foon wore off, a Council of 
War was held, the Bombs were forbid to play, the Panther re- 
called, and the Merchant-Men belonging to the Enemy left un- 
molefled in the Bay, and riding at Anchor in full Security. In 
the mean Time the Rippon proceeded to her Fort, hoifled out her 
Boats, and made ready for Adion. 

Rippon engages at St. Pierre. 

At one the Fort began to fire upon the Ship asflie approached, 
and 

About two the Rippon brought up againft it and let go her 
Anchor within half a Cable's Length of the Shore in thirty-five 
Fathom Water, when flie began to engage and poured in her 
whole Broadfide, which with the Small Arms from the Marines fi- 
lenced the Battery in a few Minutes. 

At this Jundure, obferving many of the Enemy in Motion, 
Officers riding full Speed from one Quarter to another, and 
fearing that if the Garrifon in the Fort was reinforced, they would 
return to their Guns again, which might endanger the Ship, 
fhould it happen to be attacked by other Batteries, and on both 
fides, as wa» the Cafe afterwards : I propofed to Capt. Jekyll to 
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land with the Marines under my Command, and to fpike up 
the Guns; butCapt; J^^Ay// refufed his Confent,alledging, ''That 
'*. having no Orders from the Commodore to that EfFed, he could 
'' not anfwerit, left the Marines on landing, fliould be attacked 
'* by fuperibr Numbers, be furrounded and cut off; " the Con- 
fequence of this Omiffion, if one; had like to have proved Fatal 
to the Ship. 

Soon after the Eiiemy opened another Battery on a Point 
to the Northward, and one on a Hill to the Southward, which, 
with a Battery at the North End of the Town and a Bomb 
Battery began to play upon the Ship together, hulled her in 
feveral Places, arid wounded the Sails, Mafts, Yards^ and Rig- 
gings with feveral of the Men; during this tiriie the Rippon, 
kept a conftant Fire, being obliged from her Situation between 
the Batteries to en gage both Sides at once ; this continued for 
two Hours pretty warm. 

At half an Hoiir paft four Capt. Jehyll, obferving the Com- 
modore with the Tranfports to be above two Leagues aftern, 
the Bombs called off, and no other Ship in the Squadron en- 
gaging or coming to his Aififtanice, inmiediately concluded that 
all Defigns- of attacking the Town, or making a Defcent with 
the Troops, were laid afide, and finding the Rippon to be in 
great Danger from the Number of Shells which were thrown, 
ordered the Boats to be maniied, the Cable to be cut, and the 
Ship to be towed off. 

While fbe was towing away, all the above Batteries con- 
tinued to fire brifikly upon her, and the Garrifon in the Fort, 
which was filenced at the beginning of the A<9ion, returned to 
their Guns, racked her fore and aft, and funk the Long-Boat 
aftern,* while the Militia played their Mufkuetry fmartly from 
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the Shore. The Ship was at this Time tailing in Upon tlie Fort, 
and was judged to be within Icfs than her own Length of it, 
fo that it was expeded flie would ftrike every Moment, and irun 
aground. •- ! 

It was now neceffary, being attacked from foorr different Bat*- 
teries, and the Citadel of St. Pierre beginning to .fire upon the 
Ship likewife, to bring the Stern-chace Guns to bear upon the 
Fort, which was at firft filenced; a brifk Fire was likewife kept 
up by the Marines upon the Militia on; Shore; 

At half an Hour paft five the Commodore fent his Licu- 
tenant!with Orders to tow off. 

At fix the Wind fpririging up, the Ship was Joon out of Remch 
of the Enemy's Guns, which at half an Hour paft fix ceafed 
firing, as did* the Rippon. * .,*:... 

In this Engagement, which lafted four Hours and: a half, 
the Ship received no Afliftance from the Fleet, one Borai only 
excepted, which was fent by Gapt. Lynn, of the Roebuck. . i . 
• There were fired in the Attack feven hundred Great Shot 
and upwards, though in the laft two Hours fifty Men w£re 
employed in towing off the Ship, and above fi^rty were fick in 
the Hold during the whole Continucmce of it. 

The Bomb Battery of the Enemy was extremely well ferved^ 
aiid few of the Shells ivhifch were conftantly thrown, from the 
Beginning of the Adion to the End of it, fell at a greater Dif- 
tance from the Ship than twenty or thirty Yards, and a great 
many dropp'd along- fide ; one in particular fell betweeu the 
Barge and the Yawl. 
- At feven joined the Fleet, and kept off St. Pierre all Night. 

The Commodore's ordering this Ship to engage, at the very 
Time he was reprefentingor going to reprefent to the General 
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the more material Conqueft of Guadelupe, the fending in a 
Man of war to fecure a Landing Place in the Face of a Battery 
before it was not only not refolved to land, but the Commo- 
dore was himfelf determined to diffuade a Landing at all, and 
to prevent any Attack thtre if poflible ; was thought, by many 
to be a very extraordinary Movement, and wantonly to ex- 
po fc a Line of Battle Ship to the Enemy; and the more fo, 
as the Rippon was fuflfered to continue in ' Adion,. long after 
the Defign of landing was laid afide, being engaged (as is feen 
above) near four Hours and a half. 

The Commodore on the contrary fays, in fome Papers pub- 
lifhed by his Authority in a Monthly Hiflory of England (for 
no Notice of this attack of the Rippon was taken in the Gazette of 
March 7th 1759, fuppofed to be publifhed from his Papers like- 
wife) that *' as a previous ftep to the Difembarkation of the 
*' Troops, he fent the Rippon to demolifli a fmall Fort at the 
*' End of an Intrenchement, which cduld have been flanked 
** by the Ships when this Battery was filenced ; that the Dam- 
** age the Rippon fuftained, was from one or two fmall Batteries 
'* on the Side of the Hill, at fome Diftance from the Sea-fide, 
'* which had not been perceived, but the Rippon was called qff 
*' by the Commodore, as foon as that Step could be taken with 
*' Propriety.^^ 

What Refiftance the Rippon met .with, and what Damage flie 
fuftained, is feen above; to which! fliall only add, that after an 
Engagement of three Hours and a half, Capt. Jekyll, who com- 
manded the Ship, was fo little fenfible of being called off by the 
Commodore, that he fent for his Lieutenants ^ up ta him upon 
the Quarter-Deck, and in my hearing told them his Orders, at 
the fame time afking their Opinion, "-'What they thought mojl ad- 
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** vifeable to be done for the Prefervation of his MajeJlysShipV .And 
foon after gave Orders to cut the Cable and to tow her off. 

One would naturally have expeded on this Occjifion, that 
the Rippon (hould have been recalled at the fame; time with the 
Panther and the Bombs, or what was ftill more natural, that (he 
(hould not have been fent in at all, toith intent to fecure a Landing, 
till it had been previoufly determined whether to land or no; but 
this as well as the other Circumftance of leaving fo many French 
Merchant-Men, above forty Sail, unmolefted in the Bay, were 
Particulars amongft many more upon this Expedition, that 
were never rightly underftood by Oflicers in general. 

In deftroying, or cutting out the Merchant- Men, the Commo- 
dore would have ran no Rifle of difablirig his great Ships for 
farther Services, the Reafon he alledged for not attacking the 
Fort of St. Pierre; but even with refpeft to the Toion itfelf, 
it. might have been burnt by the Bombs in the fame manner 
that Basse Terre at Guadelupe was fet on Fire by them 
afterwards, without hazarding a Single Ship belonging to the 
Squadron ; and this I believe, the Engineers on board the Bombs 
made no Scruple to declare : Whether it was Right or not, to 
deftroy the Town and the Valuable Effeds fuppofed to be in it, 

■ 

or whether the Troops employed upon the prefent Expedition 
againft Martinico (1762) may not fuffer from this Omiilion, is 
another Queftion, and not for me to decide^ 

Jan^^ 2o. At eight in the Morning the Commodore made fail 
to the Northward, ' in confequence of a Refolution taken at a 
Council of War to make a Defcent upon the Ifland o£ Gttadelupe, 
and to attack the Town and Citadel of Ba£e-T^errey the Me- 
tKopQlisu "i 
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Off the I/land o/* Dominica. 

At twelve the North End of Martinico bore E. by S- five 
Leagues, and the South End of Dominica,!^, by E. half a League. 

The Amazon joined us this Day with two Tranfports from 
Antigua^ bringing two hundred Men from Col. Rojs^ Regi- 
ment, as did the Spy Sloop. 

Dominica, fo called by Columbus, from his difcovering it 
on a Sunday, liesinLat. 15, N. Long. 60, W. about ten Leagues 
from Martinico, to the N. W. This Ifland is very woody and 
mountainous, well watered, but little cultivated. The Inha- 
bitants are moftly French, and the Ifland by the Treaty of Atx la 
Chapelky 1748, declared neutral with St. Lucia, St. Vincent, and 
Tobago. It has feveral Bays, of which that called Prince Rupert's 
£ay*^ is the principal one of Note. It is fpacious and deep, capable 
of containing a very large Fleet, and is fheltered from the Wind 
by very high Mountains. Near the Shore it has a Depth of 
fcven Fathom Water; and farther out, fromfeven to 20, 40, 50, 
and 100. On the firft Arrival of the Squadron in the Bay, the In- 
habitants of the Ifland were apprehenfive of our committing 
Ads of Hoftility ; but the Commodore difpelled their Fears by 
figning a Neutrality with them, and foon after they brought in 
Provifions to the Fleet, having before drove off their Stock into 
the Inland Country. 

Jan. 21. At twelve this Day Prince ^Rupert's Bay bore N. E. 
five or fix Leagues. ' 

* From Prince Rupert, Admiral of the Englijk Fleet in the Reign of Charles the Second^ 
and Brother to the Eledor Palatine on the Mine. 
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Off the IJland o/" Guadelupe. 

Jan. 22. At eight in the Morning the North End of JDommk^, 
bore E, five Leagues; from Dominica to Guadelupe the Diftance 
is about nine Leagues N. W. by N. 

At eleven the Rippon and Panther s Signals, with thofe of fe- 
veral other Ships of the Line, were thrown out. 

At twelve the South End of Guadelupe bore N. E. five or fix 
Miles. 

Guadelupe, the largeft of all the Caribbee Iflands, lies in 
Latitude 16. N. and Longitude 61. W. about thirty Leagues 
from Martinico. It was firft difcovered by Columbus, and called by 
the Spaniards Alto Gu^delupo, from the great Height of the Cliffs 
and Mountains of it. It is about fifteen Leagues in Length, and 
twelve in Breadth, divided into two Parts by a fmall Arm of the 
Sea, or rather a narrow Paffage, through which no Ship can 
venture : The Inhabitants crofs over in a Ferry from one Part 
to the other. The Country to the Weft is called Bajfe-Terre, 
where ftands the Metropolis, and where the Citadel and 
Strength of the Ifland lies; the Part to theEaft is called Grande- 
Terre. The Produce of the Ifland is the fame with the reft of 
the Caribbees; Sugar, Indigo, and Cotton, ire. It was attacked in 
the Reign of Queen Anne, by Admiral Bembow and General 
Codringtoh, but without Succefs. They landed the Forces, but 
finding the Army diminifhed in their Numbers by Sicknefs, and 
that the Mountains were too difficult of Accefs, they re-embark- 
ed without effeding any Thing of Confequence. It abounds in 
Water, in fome Places very good, in others, and often at no 
great Diftance, a Mineral which fluxed the Men for fome time 
till it was difcovered. The Citadel, a very large but irregular 
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Fortification, is fituated at the South End of the Town, built 
very high, and mounting 47 Guns. 

Colonel Cunningham on reconnoitering, (as Commodore Moore 
relates) from the great Height of it, was induced to think it im- 
pregnable to the Squadron, and out of the Power of the Lower- 
Deck Guns to batter it, and fo indeed it proved, for no Breaches 
were ever made in it by the Shipping, the Day of the General 
Attack, that were practicable ; and if it had not been abandoned 
by the Enemy the Day afticr, it was very capable of Defence, and 
might have held out againft the Troops for fome time after 
their li^hding, notwichftanding the Canonading it had fu- 
ftained from the Squadron for fo many Hours: it was fi- 
tuated fo very High,, that the St. George^ ago Gun Ship, when 
looked down upon from the Citadel, appeared to be little bigger 
than a common Tranjport. 

, At fix in the Evening Capt, Jekyll, returned from on board 
the Cambridge, the Commodore's Ship, where a General Attack 
upon the Capital Town of Baffe-Terre, the Citadel, and Bat- 
teries that defended it, had been refolved upon. 
His Majefty's Ships to attack in the following Order upon a

The 
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The Ships to fil^nce iheirrefpedive Batteries, if poffible, and 
to lie by them till farther Orders. 

AH Night the Squadron was employed in turning under the 
Ifland of Guadelupe; two of the Bombs flood cloie in, and 
threw Shells againft the Citadel of Bajfe-Terre, but without any 
Execution, having npt attained the true Diftance, from being 
improperly dire^ed in their Station. 

Jan. 23. Atfeven in the Morning, Commodore Mo&re fhifted 
his Broad Pendant from the Cambridge, a.nd hoifted it on board 
the Woolwich of forty Guns. 

At half an Hour paft feven, the Commodore made the Signal 
from the Woolwich to engage. 

! Bore away hii Majefty's Ships, Lyon, St. George, Mrfolk, Cam- 
bridge, Panther, Burford, Berwick, Rippon, and ran down clofe 
along the Shore of Guadelupe. 

General Attack of the Squadron at Bafle-Terre, Guadelupe. 

At nine the Lyon began to engage the firft Battery of nine 

Guns, and was raked by a fmall ohe of two Guns, aftern of her 

to the Southward, and the Citadel with what Guns they could 
bring to bear. 

The reft of the Ships continued moving on in Order of Batr 
tie to the refpedive Batteries they were to engage, the Citadel 
(or Fort-Royal) playing upon them as they advanced. 

At half an Hour paft nine, the Cambridge, Korfolk, and St. 
George, began to engage the Citadel, and after an almoft incef- 
fant Fire fileiiced it about five in the Afternoon. 

Near ten, Capt. Shvldam, in the Panther, began to engage 
the Twelve-Gun Battery, and cootinued it warmly, fijr many 
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Hours, doing great Execution, and beating down moft of the 
Buildings near it, when having filenced all the Guns, he lay 
by till called off by the Commodore. 

The Burford which was to have fupported the Panther in this 
Attack, and the Berwick which was to have engaged the Seven- 
Gun Battery, drove off to Sea, by which means the I^ippon, 
which followed, became expofed to the Berwick*S:')QdittcTy a$ 
well as her own. 

At ten, the Rippon began to engage the Morne Rouge, but hav- 
ing run in too clofe, on letting go her Anchor, fhe tailed . the 
Shore and ftuck faft. 

At eleven, cut the Cable and Hawfer and kept engaging; 
the Seven-Gun Battery taking her on the Starboard-bow. 

At twelve, all the Line of Battle Ships (the Burford and Ber- 
wick excepted) were in hot Adion, and all the Forts in and 
about the Town brifkly cannonaded ; this continued for five 
Hours very warm on both Sides. 

The Garrifon in Fort-Royal, was feverely galled by the Shot of 
the Panther Capt. Shuldham, who while he engaged the Twelve- 
Gun Battery, played all the Cannon he could bring to bear, upon 
the Walls and Works of the Citadel, till after an obftinate De- 
fence for fome Time, the Enemy were entirely drove from all 
the Batteries to the South of the Town, and quitted their Guns. 

On the North Side, remained unfilenced the Seven-Gun Bat- 
tery, and the Fort at the Morne Rouge, where the Rippon lay 
a-ground, engagirfg both of them, and 

At two in the Afternoon, hiad adually filenced the Guns at 
the Morne; but the Enemy obferving the Ship to be on Shore, 
affembled in great Numbers on the Brow of the Hill, and lined 
the Trenches, from which they kept a brifk Fire of Small Arms, 
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and racked her fore and aft, killing and wounding many of 
the Men. 

At three the Militia brought up a Cannon, an Eighteen 
Pounder, played it in the Way of Batterie en harbe for two Hours, 
and being mounted fo high above the Ship, it was not filenced 
but with Difficulty; they likewife planted their Colours upon 
the Parapet of the Trenches, which were foon after (hot down, 
and never appeared any more. 

Lieutenant Chaundy, of the Marines, after behaving with 
great Spirit, received a violent Contufion in his Left Leg, 
which was cut off immediately, and Mr. Grey, a Midfliip-Man, 
was wounded in the Thigh with a Mulket Ball, of which he 
died. 

Of twenty eight Marines quartered on the Poop, eight were 
killed or wounded, and the Seamen fo enfilated on the Fore- 
caftle, that ten out of the twenty remaining were obliged to be 
fent forwards, to affift in returning the Fire there; the reft of 
the Marines were employed at the Great Guns, there being 
upwards of ninety Men fick in the Hold. A large Box contain- 
ing goo Cartridges blew lip on the Poop, and fet Fire to the 
Ship. 

All the Grape Shot on board was now expended, and the 
Wadding; the Marines and Seamen making Wadding of their 
Jackets and Shirts, and firing them away at their Trenches ; 
flung out a Signal of Diftrefs to the Squadron; extinguifhed 
the Fire on the Poop. 

At this Time, Capt Lejlie, of the Brijlol, obferving the Si- 
tuation of the Rippon, came from Sea, and ran in between 
^ the Ship and the Seven-Gun Battery, which had played upon 
her from the beginning of the Engagement, pouring a whole 
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Broadfide upon the Enemy ; the Marines in the Bryiol at the 

m 

fame Time flanked the Militia in the Lines, fo that the Fire 
upon the Rippon flackened. 

At five the Commodore made the Signal to prepare to land 
the Troops, which was afterwards countermanded, it being too 
late, and growing dark ; by which means many of the Flat- 
bottomed Boats in repairing back to the Rendezvouze of their 
Brigade, were in danger of being run down by the Men of Wai", 
now returning from their Batteries; and fome of them but 
very narrowly efcaped. 

At half an Hour paft five, the Commodore fent a Lieutenant 
on board the Rippon, with Orders for her to tow off, but being 
acquainted at his Return that the Ship was a-ground, he fent 
a Pilot to her Afliftance. 

The Town (^/'Basse-Terre burnt by the Bombs. 

At feven the flat-bottomed Boats difperfed, and the Troops 
returned to their refpe^live Tranfports ; all the Line of Battle 
Ships (except the Rippon) having now rejoined the Fleet, and all 
the Batteries of the Enemy being filenced, the four Bombs flood 
in for the Shore^ and threw Shells and Carcafles into the Town. 
The Houfes and Churches were every where foon in Flames, 
the Magazines of Powder blown about the Enemy *s Ears, and 
the whole at ten o'Clock blazed out one general Conflagration. 

In this Engagement, which continued without ceafing from 
nine in the Morning till Night, the Squadron fuftained but lit- 
tle Lofs of Men, and far from being proportioned to the Time 
or Severity of the Action ; infomuch that Monf. Dutriel the 
French Governor would not afterwards believe, that only fix 
Men were killed, and twenty wounded on board the St. George, 
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which had engaged the Citadel for fo many Hours; feveral of 
the Ships however fufFered much in their Mails and Rigging. 

All Night the Bombs continued to play upon the Town and 
Citadel. 

At nine in the Evening, the Rippon, which ftill remained 
a-ground, run her Larboard Guns over to the Starboard Side, 
* ftartcd thirty Tun of Water in the Forehold to lighten her for- 
ward, and employed all her Boats in endeavouring to tow off; 
then having carried out Hawfers, all Hands were turned to the 
Capftern, but the Anchors came Home, and fhe never moved 
till near twelve ; when contrary to the Expe<9:ation of almoft 
every body on board, fhe gave a fudden Start and was got off, 
to the great Joy of the Officers and Men who were not without 
their Apprehenfions of her being burnt by the Enemy in the 

Night, or beat to Pieces by the Sea and Surf before the Morning. 

» 

At twelve came to ari Anchor in thirteen Fathom Water. 
Upon examining the Gunner's Report, the Ship had fired 

1300 Great Shot and upwards, and the Marines 2000 Cartridges.^ 

The Foremaft was fhot through, the Mizen-yard cut almoft away^ 

and the Braces and Rigging greatly damaged. 

Commodore Moore in his Relation fays, that, *' the Rippon 

*' was not more expofed than any other Ship, and that no Sig- 

'' nal of Diftrefs w^Lsfeen by any Perfon on board the Woolwich 

As to the firft, the Rippon ^h^d two Batteries upon her when 
moft other Ships had but one, was a-ground; was on Fire, and 
attacked by Mufquetry from the Shore, and from the Intrench- 
ments, which was the Cafe of no other Ship in the Squadron^ 
nor was there a fingle Man killed by Mufquet-Shot on board 
any one Man of War but the Rippon, during the whole Engage- 
ment. In 
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In regard to the latter, whether the Signal of Diftrefs wasfeen 

Jo far as the Woolwich, I cannot take upon me to fay ; but the 

Commodore (as I have been informed) made much the fame Reply, 

after the Rippons narrow Efcape at St. Pierre, '' that he could 

'' not perceive B^ny Shells to be thrown at her from his own Ship.'' 

Jan. 24. At two o'Glock this Afternoon the Commodore, 

who was turning in all the Morning, came to an Anchor with 

the Squadron in the Road of Baffe-Terre, his Broad 'Pcndznt^ill 

Jlying on h6?Lvd the Woolwich : The Town continued burning 

all this Day. 

Fiaundin the Road the Hulls of feveral Merchant-Men, which 
the Enejohty had fet fire to on our Approach. Several others 
turned out, and endeavoured to efcape, but were intercepted * 
and taken by the Ludlow-Cajlle, and other Men of War. 

At three the Commodore made the Signal to prepare to land. 

The Troops land. 

At five landed the firft Brigade, and thefecond and third im- 
mediately after, to the Northward of the Town. 

On landing they found the Town and Citadel abandoned by 
the Enemy, who never fired a Shot the whole Day; the latter 
was taken Poffeffion of by two Companies of EUiotfs^ and the 
Englifh Colours hoifted there about fix o'Cldck. 

It was very obfervab^e that during the General Attack upon 
the Town, the French never fhewed any Colours at their Ci- 
tadel, where a Flag-Staff ftill remained. 

A Genoffe in the French Service came down to the Troops 
and informed tbem, that the Enemy had only five Companies 
of regular Forces (Marines) in the Ifland, confifting of twenty 
Men per Company : He likewife acquainted them that a Train 

was 
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was laid to blow up the Powder Magazine in the Citadel, and 
a Negroe left to fet fire to it, who was perfuaded to believe he 
could efcape at- a Sally Port afterwards; this was immediately 
cut off, and the Magazine fecured. The Guns were all fpiked 
up by the Enemy, before they quitted it, and fome of the Trun- 
nions knocked off, but the Spikes being chiefly old Nails, and 
not of Steel well tempered, were afterwards drilled out by the 
Matroffes- 

Part of the Troops laid upon their Arms all Night upon the 
rifing Ground that overlooked the Town ; Part of them (the 
Old- Buffs) made themfelves Mafters of art advantageous Poft 
upon a Hill about a Mile to the Eaft, and Part entered the 
Town and lined the Streets, which ftill remained on Fire, and 
continued burning all Night, 

This Day arrived the Buckingham, Capt. Tyrrel, who a little 
before had engaged the Floriffant of 74 Guns, fupported by two 
Frigates, in which he acquired great Honour. Arrived alfo the 
Rye, with a miffing Hofpital-Ship, from Barbadoes, having the 
Phyfician Dr. Brooke, and the Surgeons to the Army on board, 
who, it was much feared, were loft, the Ship not appearing from 
the Time the Squadron left the Engiyh Channel. 

Jan. 25, In the Morning at Break of Day the Enemy, who 
had retired with the armed Negroes to the Hills, appeared to 
the Number of about 2000, throwing up Intrenchments near to 
a Houfe, where the Governor, Le Chevalier Naiau Dutriel had 
fixed his Head-Quarters, at the Diftance of about four Miles 
from the Town to the S. E. and which with the Dos d'Ane, a 
little higher up, he threatened to defend to the laft Extremity 
againft all Oppofition whatever. 

Defcription 

p ■ 
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Defcription of the Dos d'Ane. 
The Dos D' A n e was fituated at the Diftance of about fix Miles 
from Baffe-Terre, to the S- E. and is no more than a hollow 
Paffage, or Cleft, through the Mountains, by which a Commu- 
nication was opened into Capejlerre, a more level and indeed a 
very beautiful Part of the Ifland- The French call it Dos d'Ane, 
from its refembling at a Diftance the Back of an Afs, but I rather 
believe it to be an old Term for any mountainous Clift whatever *• 
The Afcent to it was very fteep; the Road from the Camp was 
interrupted by broken Rocks, and furrowed by a Variety of Gul- 
lies, which were extremely difficult to pafs, and which rendered 
it very hazardous to make any Attempt to force it : In this the 
Enemy placed their chief Security, holding us at Defiance, and 
calling it the Xe plus ultra of the Englifh Army ; fo indeed it 
proved on this Side, for though fome Officers were of Opinion 
that it might have been affaulted with Succefs the Morning after 
the Landing, or immediately upon Landing, whilft the Panick 
of the Enemy was ftrong, and the Confternation they were 
thrown into from the Bombs and firing of the Town was 
not worn off, and they remained difperfed; yet moft agreed, 
it was hardly practicable afterwards, when the Troops had con- 
tinued for fome Days in Camp without moving; when the In- 
habitants had recovered their Spirits, and now began to gather 
together again; arid to fortify themfelves on the Hills, putting 
their Negroes in a Situation of Defence, and capable of difput- 
ing the Ground at every Gully where the Troops fhould appear. 
General Barrington feemed fo fenfible of the Difficulty in carry- 
ing it, that when he fucceeded to the chief Command, on the

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Death of General Hop/on, he drew oflF the Army immediately 
to another Part of the Ifland* 

To return to the preient Operations of the Troops: Major 
Melville, of Col. Rofss Regiment, feized upon an advanced Poll 
about four Miles to the N. E.of Baffe-Terre^ in a Plantation be- 
longing to Madame Duckarmey, where he. kept. PoITeflion, and 
upon all Opportunities that offered^ annoyed the Enemy as 
lopg as the Canap remained at Bajfs-Xerrei from this Place He 
made Signals to the Old^Buffs, and they to the Camp below, to 
march oflF the Picquets, whenever he wanted a Reinforcement, 
or the Enemy made fliow of an Attack . upon him, which they 
frequently did. 

At three in the Afternoon, the TefltS, and Field Equipage 
were fent on Shore with three Days Provifions for the Men, when 
Duroure's, Barringtons and Armigers Regiments, with the Ar- 
tillary Park, and the Highlanders, encamped at the back of the 
Town ; Watfon^ covered the Citadel, ElLiotfs .were fent in to 
Garrifon it, and the Old-Buffs encamped at their Out-poH on the 
Hill. 

General Hop/on fixed his Head-Quarters at Baffe-Terre, at the 
Governor s Houfe, or rather the Ruins of it, where feveral De- 
ferters were this Day brought in. 

Jan. 26. The Troops continued next Morning in the Pofi- 
tion already defcribed, and a Flag of Truce was fent to the 
Enemy >vith an OflFer of Terms, , which. the D^y after produced 
the following Anfwer from the French Governor, Le Chevalier 
DutrieL

Gentlemen, 

I Have received the Letter your Excellencies did me the Hon- 
our to write on the 25*^ — ^The Propofals yoii offer, are fuch 
as could only arife from the eafy Acquifition you have made 
of the Town and Citadel of Baffe-Terre ; for otherwife, you mufl 
do me the Juftice to believe, I would not have received them. 
The Force you have with you, is indeed fufficient to give you 
Poffeflion of the Extremities of the Ifland ; but as to the inland 
Part of the Country, we there have an equal chance with you. 
In regard to any Confequences that may attend my Refufal 
of the Terms propofed, I am perfuaded that they will be fuch 
only as are authorized by the Laws of War; but fhould it hap- 

F pen 
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pen otherwife, we have a Matter who Is powerful enough to 
take Revenge for what we may fuffer. 

I am, ifc. 
This Anfwer was fpirited, and had it fucceeded to a gallant 
Behaviour, and a bold Example during the Attack, could not 
have failed of doing Honour to the Governor ; but it was very 
well known, that fo far from exerting himfelf at that Time, by 
frequently vifiting in Perfon the Citadel and the Batteries en- 
gaged, dnd by his Appearance infpiring new Life and Vigour 
into his People then fighting for their All, for Life, for Honour, 
and for Liberty, he retired to a Plantation out of Gun-Shot, 
and remained an inactive Spedator of the Deftrudion of the 
Day, and the Ruin of the Capital; nor did he on the Morning 
after, take any Precautions to prevent the Landing of the Troops, 
who had a difficult Shore to deal with, attended with a violent 
Surf from the Sea, and defended by Entrenchments and Lines 
every where thrown up ; but flew from all the Advantages of 
Ground and Situtation, and took Shelter upon the Hills and 
Mountains, where no Danger could alarm, and no Batteries 
could reach. Had he been really brave, he (hould have a(fted

This was the Time to have difplayed undaunted Refolution 
and Obftinacy of Defence ; fpr if it was true, that the Pofleflion of 
the Metropolis became fo eafy an Acquifiton to the Invaders^ 
to whom was it owing, that it was not made more difficult? 
Menaces of Refiftance jufqud r£xtremite are noble, but it is thea 

only 
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only when they are thrown out Sword in Hand, the Bayonet 
pointed and not the Pen, the Shore difputed Inch by Inch, 
and the approaching Enemy defied in Arms at the Water's 
Edge, riot by Letters at a Diftance- His Epiftle was therefore 
confidered by the Engiyh Officers, as the Fanfaronnade of a 
M^n, who had not a Heart to execute, if a Head to defign, and 
in whom Timidity would render abortive, whatever Under- 
fta n ding might ihfpire. 

The Inhabitants of the Ifland, whofeEffeAs and Houfes were 
confumed at Baffe-Terre, became real Objects of Pity, and I 
make no doubt Compaffion was one Motive in our General, to 
make thofe early OflFers of Humanity he did, 

Jan. 28- In Confequence of their being rejeded, this Morn- 
ing feveral Detachments were fent to fcour the Country and 
feveral Shot were fired from the Citadel at the Enemy, who 
appeared at a Diftance in fmall Bodies. The Commodore 
hoifted his Broad Pendant this Evening on board the Cambridge 
again, which had been very much fhattered in the Engagement 
of the twenty third. . 

The Troops bimi the Canes and fcour the Country. 
Jan. 30. A Party of the French defcended from the Moun- 
tains, and firing under cover of the Bulhes near the Shore, 
killed three Marines and a Seaman at the Watering Place for 
the Squadron ; upon which in the Evening the Troops burnt 
all the Sugar Canes and Houfes near it. At another Time * 
a Body of armed Negroes concealing themfelves in the Canes, 
and firing out of them, the Troops fet Fire to the feveral Cor- 
ners of the Field, and burnt the Canes and Negroes together.

F 2 Jan. 
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Jan. 31. TTie Commodore fcnt a Lieutenant and twenty 
Men from each Ship on Shpre, to tranfport the Cannon from 
the leffer Batteries to the Citadel, which was continued the 
next Day. 

Feb. I. A Detachment of the Troops commanded by Major 
Trollop, of Col. WatfmSy repulfed a confiderable Party of the 
Enemy, and took thirty Prifoners^ 

This Day the Weatel Sloop failed from England^ with Dif- 
patches from the Commodore and General. 

Feb. 2. Arrived the Ludlow-Cq/lle and Spy Sloop^ from dcftroy- 
ing a Fort of four Guns to the Northward. 

Feb. 3. Major Melville fet Fire to feveral Villages near his 
Out-Poft at Madame Ducharmeys^ and burnt the Canes about 
them, as did Col. Crumpe in another Part, with a Detachment 
from the Camp. 

This and feveral following Days, the Commodore Tent the 
Boys from the Squadron on Shore, to pick up Cannon Balls 
fired into the Town at the General Attack. The French on 
that occafion made ufe of all Sorts of Langrege Shot, old Nails^ 
Copper, Lead, Tin, Stories, &c. and their Mufquet Balls were 
chewed with their Teeth and jagged. 
Feb. 4. Arrived the Lancq/ier, from England, CapL Man. 

An Attack was this Morning made by a Detachment of our 
Troops, upon fome Entrenchments on a Hill oppofite to Major 
Melville's Poft, thrown up by Madame Ducharmey, and defended 
by her armed Negroes : The Entrenchments were carried, and 
theHoufes and Plantations burnt with the Lofs on our Side of 
twelve killed and thirty wounded. The Enemy had about ten 
killed, and a Number of Prifoners taken, among whom were 
feveral Ladies, but Madame Ducharmey, made her Efcape. 

Lieu- 
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Lieutenant Farrel, Enfign Leach, of Armigers^ and Lieutenant 
Maclean, of the Highlanders, who diftinguifhed themfelves greatly 
in this Attack, were dangeroufly wounded. 

A Gun burft in the Citadel, killed one Man and wounded 
three others. This Day there was a flying Report of the Ar- 
rival of a French Squadron at Tobago, confiding of feven Sail of 
the Line and thirty Tranfports. 

Feb. 5. The Troops kept engaging on the Hills with fmall 
Arms the greateft Part of the Day. 

Feb. 6. At fix this Morning an Out- Detachment was feen en- 
gaging warmly with a Body of the Enemy above the Citadel, and 
the whole Line was under Arms in the Camp. It was then fup- 
pofed, that a General Attack would have been made upon the 
Redoute, before the Governor's Head-Quarters, where the great- 
eft Body of the French appeared, and where they had been feen 
daily at work in raifing Entrenchments from the Time our 
Troops took Pofieffion of Baffe-Terre ; but 

At ten the Line turned in again, the Detachment having 
repulfcd the French, and killed and wounded near feventy. 

The Citadel kept firing Cohorns all this Day. 

Commodore Nfoore detaches a Squadron to Grande-Terre. 

Commodore Moore, in order to facilitate any Attempts upon 
the Eaftern and more fertile Part of the Ifland, called Grande^ 
Terre, thought proper this Afternoon, to detach fome Men of 
War from the Squadron to take PoIFelfion of Fort-Louis, (now 
Fort-George) a ftrong Battery and well defended; accordingly. 

At two o'clock the Berwick, with the Roebuck, Renown, Wool- 
wich, Bonetta, two Bombs, and three Tenders, with a large De- 
tachment of Marines from the other Ships failed to the Eaft^ 
ward for Grande-Terre. Feb. 
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Feb. 7, The Rippon was ordered to fend two twelve Pounders 
on Shore to the Citadel, but could not land them on account 
of the Surf. 

Feb. 8. The Enemy fired Small Arms for feveral Hours at 
the Battery raifed by Col. Dejbrifay, above the Citadel, with- 
out any Effect. 

Feb. 9. The Rippon landed her two Pieces of Cannon upon a 
Catamoran, which was towed on Shore by ten Boats, as did the 
Lyon and Winckejier the fame Number. They were afterwards 
tranfported by Negroes into the Citadel, where they now remain. 

Feb. 10. A Lieutenant of the Berwick arrived, with an Ac- 
count from Capt. Harman, of fome Difficulties that were found 
in attacking Fort-Louis, at Grande-Terre, upon which the Com- 
modore gave Orders for the Ships to go in at all Events, and 
fent Capt. Shvldham, in the Panther, to reinforce the Squadron. 

Feb. II. At nine in the Morning failed the P^fi/A^r, for Grande- 
Terre. Lieut. Col. Dejbrifay, of Col. Wat/on s Regiment, was 
this Day appointed Governor of the Citadel, or Fort-Royal, 
which was repairing; and foon after Elliott's Regiment marched 
out, and Wat/on' s went into Garrifon there, Elliotfs encamping 
in the Ground where Watfons lay before. 

Feb. II. A Flag of Truce was fent to Martinico, for the Ex- 
change of Prifoners. 

Fort- Louis, now Fort- George, at Grande-Terre, taken. 

Feb. 13. The Squadron at Grande-Terre, attacked Fort-Louis, 

and the Batteries near it; when after a fevere Cannonading, 

which lafted fix Hours, the Marines and Highlanders were 

landed, who drove the Enemy from their Entrenchments with 

Bay- 
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Bayonets fixed, and hoifted the Englijh Colours at the Fort ; of 
this they kept Poffeffion, doing Duty on Shore, till a Detach- 
ment arrived from the Camp fome time afterwards, under the 
Command of Major Bdl, of General Barringtons Regiment 
when they remained a few Weeks, and then were re-imbarked 
on board the Squadron. A Lieutenant of the Berwick was 
killed by a Party of the Enemy, which kept a regular Fire 
upon the Boats as they landed the Marines, of which and of 
the Seamen many were killed and wounded. 

Feb. 14. At this Time the Troops at Baffe-Terre, from the 
conftant Fatigues they endured, by being perpetually harraffed, 
without coming to any general Engagement, which the Enemy 
always avoided, and by being expofed to intenfe Heat from 
Day to Day, began to yield to the Diforders of the Climate, 
and the Hofpitals were crowded with Sick and Wounded, It 
was therefore propofed to fend Part of them to Antigua; and 
accordingly the Rippon and Spy, which were ordered for that 
Service, failed this Morning with eight Tranfports for the 
Town of St. Johns in that Ifland, having about 500 Men from 
the Regimental Hofpitals on board, the greateft Part of which 
Number died foon after their Arrival, and many on their Paf- 
fage. The Surgeons were fent before as ufual, to make the 
neceflary Preparations for their Reception, and to buy Water, 

The Inhabitants of 

Antigua or Artego, which takes its Name from this Cir- 

cumftance of wanting Water, are conftantly obliged to fend 

Veffels for it to Montferat^ 2l fmall Ifland which lies about eight 

Leagues from |it to the S. S. W. When it is a wet Seafon, 

they preferve the Rain in Citterns, with which moll Houfes are 

fupplied, and Philter it through large Philtering Stones, of which 

there 
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there are great Quantities at Barbadoes, and the other Colonies, 
but thofe at Barbadoes are generally efteemed the beft. I re- 
member to have heard in England of the Difcovery of fome 
frefh Springs at Antigua; but upon Enquiry found they had all 
a brackifh Tafte, and are not in Ufe. It lies in Latitude 17 N. 
and Longitude 61 W. 20 Leagues Eaft of St. Chrjftopher's. It is 
the Refidence of the Governor of the Caribbee Iflands, and has 
always a Regiment of Foot in Garrifon at St. Johns Town, 
where new Barracks bave been lately built by the Inhabitants 
of the Ifland. 

The Squadron likewife of Men of War employed in thefe 
Seas, ufually lies at Anchor in St. Johns Road, to the S. E. of 
which is a commodious Harbour for heaving down large Ships, 
czlled Englifh Harbour, where there is a King's- Yard, attended 
by proper Officers, and under the Diredion of the Commodore 
or Admiral who commands. Englifh Harbour, ^y Land, is 
about 10 or 12 Miles from the Town of St. Johns. The Cli- 
mate is found to be very unhealthy, and the Country in dry 
Seafons looks very bare, but at other Times is Pleafant and 
beautiful. Englifh Harbour has, for many Ages, been the Grave 
of Britijh Officers. 

Camp at Bafle-Terre. 

Ftb. ?2. The Rippon having performed this Service, and 
landed the Sick at the Hofpital in St. Johns Harbour, which 
took up feveral Days, returned back to the Squadron, and 
anchored this Afternoon in the Road of Baffe-Terre. The 
Troops remained in their former Pofition, encamped in the 
fame Ground, and had been employed in burning the Sugar- 

Gancs, 
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Canes^ and laying wafte the Country^ bringing in Prifoners 
and Defer ters, moft of them Negroes, daily to the Head-Quarters. 

In the Morning, Commodore Moore failed in the Panther, to 
Grande-Terrey to view the Fortifications at /br/-Z(>ww, leaving the 
Command of the Squadron to Capt.Z^eV, removed from theBri/lol 
to the Buckingham, in room of Capt. Tyrrel, fent to England, in 
the Weazle Sloop, with the Exprefs from Guadelupe. Before the 
Commodore failed, he received an Account of Mr. Keppels 
Succefs at Goree, on the Coaft of Guinea, which being immedi- 
ately communicated to the General, in the Evening at Sun-fet 
the Cambridge G,Ted 3. Gun, manned Ship, and gave three Cheers, 
as did all the Men of War in the Squadron according to Seni- 
ority. 

The Troops were drawn out on Shore, and fired a Fue de 
jfoye, taking it up from the Cannon of the Citadel. 

The Account we received was as follows, that, '' on Decern- 

'' ber 29, 1758, Commodore Keppel attacked the Forts and Bat- 

*' teries on the Ifland of Goree^ that very foon after the French 

" Governor defired to capitulate, and to march his Troops out of 

*' Garrifon with the Honours of War, which being refufed, the 

*' Attack was again renewed by the Commodore, but continued 

'* a very little while before the Ifland, Forts, Garrifon &c. fur- 

" rendered at Difcretion."

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Feb. 25. The Commodore returiued ia the Panther^ from re- 
viewing the Works at Fort-Louis. 

This Day a Thankfgiving Sermon for the Succefs of his Ma- 
jelly's Arms at Guadelupe, was preached on board every Ship 
in the Squadron by Order of the Commodore. 

Feb. 26. At feven in the Morning there was an Alarm from 
Major Melville's Poft, and a Signal from the Old Buffs for the 
Picquets in Camp to march. 

Soon after another Signal was made for the fecond Picquets 
to march, to fuftain the firft. 

At eleven the- firft Picquets returned back to Camp, the En- 
emy who were drawn up on the Hills oppofite to Melville's Poft, 
having retired on feeing him reinforced from the Army below. 

By fuch Artifices as thefe, the French vainly flattered them- 
felves to weary out the Britijh Troops, by frequent Alarms 
calling them out to the Sun, whofe Meridian Rays they knew 
were fatally powerful on European Conftitutions. 

At this Time near 1800 Men in the Army were Sick or Dead. 

General Hopfon dies. 

Feb. 27. At one in the Morning died General Hopfon, at the 
Head-Quarters at Bajfe-Terrey and by his Death the Command 
of the Forces devolved on Major General Barrington. 

This Evening the Rippon and Bri/iolwere ordered to fail to 
St. Eujlatia, and to cruize off that Port, in order to prevent the 
Dutch from fupplying the Enemy with Provifions, which they 
had conftantly done from the Time they were drove up the 
Mountains by the Fnglipi. 

Commodore Moore in his Papers publifhed in the Hiftory of 
England fays^ '' That after the Redudion of Fort-Louis by the 

'* Berwick, 
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'* Berwick, C^pt i Harman, with fome other Ships af the Line, 
'' and Bomb Veffels: He direded thofe Ships to crujfe all a- 
'' round the Ifland to prevent the Landing of any Succours 
'* from St^EuJiatia, and this Service they effeHually performed ; for 
'' the Enemy, by their own Confeffion, had no Provifions ijn the 
*' Mountains, nor any Sort of Supply, but what they drew from 
*' their Stores in Bajfe-Terre.'' 

On the Contrary Col. Clavering in his Letter, dated at M. 
PoyenSy Capejierre, April 24th, acquaints General Barrington, 
'' that on April i6th Brigadier Crump returned with his Detach- 
'' ment from the Bay Mahavi, where he had burnt the Town 
** and Batteries, with an immenfe Quantity of Provifions that had been 
'' landed there by the Dutch. 

Feb. 28. General Barrington having taken the Command of 
the Forces upon hinL, this Day ordered the Troops to flrike 
their Tents and to Hutt. ^ : 

General Barrington withdraws from BafTe-Terre. 

March i. By Break of Day the Regimients in Camp appeared 
hutted, and the Enemy were amufed by it, imagining the Ge- 
neral propofed ftill to continue his Attack, and to remain there 
for fome Time ; but a few Days aftet, the Detachments at the 
Out-Pofts were all drawn in, the Batteries in and about the 
Town of Bafe-Terre blown up and deftroyed, and the whole 
Army brought off and re-^imbaiked.on board the Tranfports by 
Break of Day, without the Lofs of a Man. 

Governor Dejbrifay, was left in the Citadel with Watfons Re- 
giment and a Detachment from the Artillery, and the Com- 
modore with the Fleet failed for Grande-Terre, leaving the St. 
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George and Buckingham to cover the Garrifon in cafe of any* 
Attack from the Enemy. 

Upon the Motion of the Troops, the French defcended gra- 
dually from the Redoute, and after they were embarked, fet 
Fire to theHutts in Camp, and entered the Town; upon which 
Coh Dejbrifay fired upon them from the Citadel, and beat down 
and burnt the Houfes they had occupied, making a Sally at the 
fame Time with a Detachment from the Garrifon; fome were 
taken Prifoners, and the reft made the beft of their Way back 
to the Redoute. 

March 6- Sailed the Spy Sloop, with an Account of the Death 
of General Hop/on, to England. 

March 7. The Fleet failed for Fort-Louis. 

The Trade- Wind and Leeward Current prevented the Squa- 
dron and Tranfports from getting round tO' Grande-Terre^ till 
the nth, when the Fleet came to an Anchor oS- Fort- Louis, of 

which the Marines were ftill in Poffeffion ; however on account 
of the fcarcity of Provifions, and Water, and not being fup- 

plied with Tenls like the reft of the Army, th6y were growing 

fickly, and Capt: \Hood, and Capt. JVbr^A, belongibg to the JVbr- 

foik and Berwick, died. Twenty-fiver of the Tranfports only: 

could weather the Saints, the reft were drove to Leeward. 

March 12. General Barrington went in a Boat to reconnoitre 
the two Coafts of this Bay, as well on the Grande-Terre Side as 
that X)f Guadekipe, in order to. find a proper Place for making 
a Defcent. • . . 

The fame Day Commodore Moore,' received undoubted In- 
telligence of the Arrival of Monf* i>u Bompar, Lieutenant-Ge-' 
neral and Chef d'Efcadre, (formerly Governor of Martinique}: 
with a Squadron of Men of War, confifting of eight Sail of the 
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Line and three Frigates, from Old France, having a Battalion of 
Swijs and other Troops on board, intended for the Relief of 
MartinicOy in Cafe he found it inverted by the Englipi; and that 
his Squadron was lying at Anchor between Pidgeon- I/land and 
Fort'Xegro, in the great Bay of Port-Royal, ready to come out. 
As it was very pradicable for Monf. Bompar, to throw in 
Succour^ to Grande-Terr e, if he attempted it, and at the fame 
Time Mr. Moore, be incapable of putting to Sea to oppofe him 
in, the Situation the Englijh Squadron then lay; a Refolution 
was taken to call in the cruizing Ships, and to fail immediately 
to Prince Rupert'^ Bay in Dominica, where he could be early ac- 
quainted with any Motions made by the Enemy, and be ready 
to follow if Occafion required, as he would be then to Wind- 
ward of Guadelupe, and at the Diftance only of nine Leagues. 

M(?72/ Bompar arrives, and Mr. Moore, fails to Prince Rupert's 

Bay, Dominica. 

March 13. Accordingly the Squadron failed this Morning to 
Prince Ruperts Bay, and this Day came to an Anchor there, fol- 
lowed by the St. George and Buckingham, from BafferTerre Road, 
and the Rippon and Bri/iol from their Cruize, who joined on the 
twenty-firft. 

The Privateers of the Enemy took Advantage of this Move- 
ment, and all the Time* the French dind Englifh Squadrons 
were watching each other in the two Bays, they went out, 
roving along the Coafts, and took above eighty or ninety Sail 
of our Merchant-Men, which they carried in Prizes to Mar- 
tinico. 



Above eleven Weeks, from Friday March 16, to Sunday June 3, 
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Thefe frequent Captures oecafioned heavy Complaints from 
the Planters in our Br iti/h- I/lands, for they faid it was equally 
as practicable for the Englijh Squadron to have anchored in 
Port-Royal, as in Prince Ruperfs Bay, by which two Ends had been 
anfwered; the French Men of War could not have got out, nor 
the Privateer Prizes have got in ; of courfe the latter muft have 
fallen into the Hands of our Cruizers, and have been, retaken, 
no Harbour being then open to them, but St, Pierre % or Gra- 
naday either of which was at any Time to be blockaded by a 
fingle Frigate. 

Had the Englijh made their Appearance off Port-Royal Bay^ 
Monf. Du Bompar, muft have been reduced to the Alternative, 
either of fighting a fuperior Force, or of retiring behind the Ci- 
tadel into the Carenage to avoid it; leaving to Mr. Moore room 
to come to an Anchor with his Squadron between Fort-Negro 
and Pidgeon Ifland, where he lay before. 

Mr. Moore in his Vindication fays, '' that had he failed to 
*' Port- Royal, he would have found the Enemy's Squadron fo 
*' difpofed, that he could not attack them unlefs M. de Bompar 
'' had been inclined to hazard an A6lion." Allowing this to be 
true, it was rather a Pity no Attempts were made to fee what 
his Inclination was ; the Appearance of the Englifh Squadron, 
and the flattering Hopes of Vidory might have warmed the old 
Gentleman, perhaps, to have rifqued an Adion ; the Confe- 
quenccs of which, on either Side, would have been fo glorious, 
and thrown fuch Luftre on the Conqueror s Brow ; he might 
have been drawn on to an Engagement, tho' not forced into it; 
or by fome Night- Stratagem been furprifed into one; or if that 
had failed, had he retired up the Bay upon feeing the Englifh 
Squadron, it would have added to the Life and Spirits of the 

Britifh 
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Britijh Seamen, and in Proportion, have ftruck a Damp upon 
the Enemy (no inconfiderable Advantage at any Time) to fee 
their boafted Admiral, whom we were threatened with fo long 
before his Arrival, now come to their Relief, and yet obliged to 
fly for his own Security behind the Cannon of the Citadel. 

March 14. From this Time to the 17th, General Barrington 
was employed in direding Wocks to be made for the Security 
of his Camp, having no Afliftance from the Squadron but the 
Roebuck of forty Guns left behind for Protection to the Tranf- 
ports, 

March 21. This Afternoon the Renown failed for Jamaica with 
Col. Haldane, the Governor of that Pl3ce, who aded as Briga- 
dier-General upon the Expedition. 

The Squadron being fickly, at this Time was reinforced by 
General Barrington with a Detachment of the Troops, in con- 
fequence of which, a Serjeant and twenty Men were put on 
board the Rippon, and the reft of the Ships had a Complement 
in proportion. 

March 23. While the General was making the neceffary Dif- 
pofitions for landing at Grande-Terre, the French at the Redoute 
and Dos rf' Ane came down upon Col. Dejbrifay in the Citadel; 
and having been fuppliedwith a Mortar of thirteen Inches from 
Martinico, threw Shells into it from the neighbouring Hills, and 
ereded a Battery, from which they kept playing daily upon 
the new Works thrown up by the Governor, and fometimes 
made fliew of an Aflault upon the Body of the Place ; but were 
conftantly difperfed by the Fire from the Garrifon, from which 
alfo frequent Sallies were made. 

Colonel 
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Colonel Delbrifay blown up in the Citadel; Colonel Crump lands and 

attacks St. Mary's. 

When the St. George and Buckingham were called in to join 
the Squadron upon the Arrival of the French Fleet at Martinico, 
the Enemy was encouraged to approach nearer to the Citadel^ 
which occafioned a more frequent Difcharge of Artillery ; and 
foon after we had the Misfortune to learn, that a Cannon being 
fired too near a Powder Magazine placed in a Stone- fen try- Box ^ 
at the flanked Angle of the South-Eaft Baflion, the Return of 
the Wadding blew it up, and with it the Governor, who was 
Handing at the Sentry-Box, reconnoitering the Enemy with a 
Glafs, Major Trollop, one Lieutenant, two Bombardiers and 
feveral Men upon the Platform. Col. Dejbrijay and Major 
Trollop were taken up dead, being thrown at a great Diftance 
into the Heart of the Fort; but fome of the Men, tho' greatly 
burnt, recovered; Lieut. Read lived a few Days. By this un- 
happy Accident, the Army was deprived of the Service of two 
gallant and experienced Officers, and the Citadel loft a bold and 
adive Governor to defend it. The French taking Advantage of 
the Diforder occafioned by the Explofion, came down in great 
Numbers from the Hills, but were foon repulfed by the Fire 
from the Garrifon. 

Major Melville, who had greatly diftinguiflied bimfelf at his 
Out-Poft, wa5 appointed Governor of the Citadel, in the room 
of Col. Dejbrifay. 

Lieut. Colonel Desbrisay was Captain of Foot at the Bat- 
tle of Rocoux nckv Liege in 1746; where being wounded, and 
lying upon the Ground amongft the Slain, he was ruil through 
by a French Officer, whofe unmanly Example was immediately 
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followed by the Platoon he commanded, all or moft of them 
planting their Bayonets in different Parts of his Body: Of about 
thirteen Wounds which he received, eight were judged to ' be 
mortal : Being afterwards at Table with the Marechal Count 
de Saxc, of whofe Politenefs as an Enemy, many honourable In- 
ftances were given in theCourfe of the late War, he was ftrongly 
follicited by the Marechal to tell him '' Who the Officer was 
'' that had ufed him fo unlike a Soldier^ threatening to difgrace 
'' him at the Head of the Regiment;" but Desbrisay, tho' 
well acquainted with his Name, the CommiflSon he bore, and 
the Corps he ferved in, moft generoufly declined it; contenting 
himfelf with letting his Excellency know, that he was not a 
Stranger to his Perfon, and begging his Excufe from being 
obliged to point him out. 

As he was at all Times alert, fo was he very indefatigable; 
had a thorough Knowledge of his Profeflion, and was Matter of 
great Application in it. He wa^ quick, and had a happy Pre- 
fence of Mind, which forelaw a Difficulty and the Method to 
conquer it at one and the fame Inftant; cool in A6lion, and 
brave without Oftentation; prefuming never upon a Superiority 
of Parts, but always diffident of Himfelf; thought and read 
much, and was ever forming, fome new Defign to moleft and 
annoy the Enemy : The Service of the Publick was the Spring 
that wound him up and put his whole Frame in Motion. He 
had the true Fire of a Soldier in him, and with it was as com- 
pleat a Gentleman as any in the Service, dying fmcerely re- 
gretted by every Officer of his Acquaintance. 

April I. Arrived the Emerald, Capt. Cornwall, from England 
with Difpatches for the Commodore and General. 

The fame Day a Detachment of 300 Men, under the Com-

mand of Capt, Blomer, fallied out from the Garrifon at fort* 
Royal, attacked, and without much Difficulty forced the Enemy's 
Entrenchments, and got into a Work, which proved to be a 
Battery of one eighteen, and one twelve Pounder, nearly com- 
pleated. Capt. Blomer fpiked up the Guns, and returned to 
the Garrifon, with the Lofs of only fix Men killed and fix 
wounded. 

The Antigua Brig, Capt. VarlOy funk two French Schooners, 
loaded with Arms for Guadelupe, and brought in a third. 

Col. 'Crumpe of Duroures landed at Grande-Terre with a De- 
tachment of 600 Men, between the Towns of St. Anne and St. 
Francois^ attacked them, and deftroyed the Batteries and Can- 
non there. 

What followed upon this Defcent, is thus related by the Ge- 
neral himfelf, in his Letter to the Secretary of State. 

'' As I imagined by the fending Colonel Crump to attack the 
'' Towns of St. Anne and St. Francois, the Enemy would be 
'' obliged to detach fome of their Troops from the Poll ofGofier, 
'' I ordered, two Days after he failed, the only 300 Men I had 
'' left to be put on board Tranfports, and lie off that Town ; 
'' and in the Morning of the 29th I went to reconnoitre the 
*' Battery and Intrenchments, and perceiving that the E,nemy 
'' appeared lefs numerous than for fome Time before, I made 
'' a Difpofition for forcing them by two different Attacks. This 
'' was executed the next Morning at Sun-rifing, with great 
'' Spirit and Refolution by the Troops; and notwithflanding 
'' the Fire of the Enemy from their Intrenchments and Battery, 
''both were foon carried with little Lofs, and the Enemy drove 
'' into the Woods. The Troops immediately deftroyed the 
*' Cannon and Battery, with the Town. 
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'' This being happily efFe6led, I ordered the Detachment to 
'* force its Way to Fort Louis; and, at the fame Time, fent Or- 
'' ders for the Garrifon to make two Sallies, one to the Right, 
'' in order to put the Enemy between two Fires, and the other 
'' to attack their Lines, as I knew that which I had juft made 
'* would oblige them to fend Troops to oppofe our Pafiage on 
'* that Side. The firft was made, but the latter, by fome 
'' Miftake, was not executed; which, had it been done, we 
'* muft inevitably have been in Poffeffion of their Lines. The 
'* Detachment from Gofier forced their Paffage with fome Lofs, 
notwithftanding a very ftrong Pafs that the Enemy were 
poffeffed of, and took Poffeffion of a Battery of three twenty- 
four Pounders, which fliould, the next Day, have played on 

*' our Camp. " 

April II. The Emerald with French Colours looking into the 
Harbour of Granada, the Mafter-Attendant and feveral Gentle- 
men from the Shore, taking her for a French Frigate, came on 
board and were made Prifoners ; upon finding their Miflake, 
they burft out into a violent Fit of Laughter, and foon after 
fell a jfinging. 

About this Time General Barrington formed a Defign to fur- 
prife the Towns of Petit-Bourg, St. Mary's^ and Goyave on the 
Baffe-Terre Side of the Ifland, and to make an Incurfion into 
the Capefierre, the mofl beautiful Country in or about it; but 
the Succefs of this Proje6l, tho' well concerted, was thro' the 
Darknefs of the Night, the Roughnefs of the Weather, and the 
Ignorance and Fear of the Negroes who were Guides, entirely 
fruftrated. 

General Barrington gives the following Account of this At- 
tempt, and its Confequences. 

H 2 . '' The 
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'' The remaining Part of the Tranfports, with the Troops, 
''" being now arrived; nine having come on the 23d of March, 
'' and the others by one or two in a Day; as I had long in- 
'' tended, fo foon as it was in my Power, to make an Attack 
on the Guadalupe Side, as the Enemy had there fome Pofts of 
infinite Confequence, I formed, upon the Information of 
fome Negroes, who promifed to conduct: the Troops in flat- 
''- bottom Boats by Night, a Defign of furprifing Petit- Bourg, 
'' Guoyave, and St. Marys^ at the fame Time. The firft was to 
'' be effected by Brigadier Crwmj&, who, the Moment he had made 
'' himfelf Mailer of it, was to march to Bay Mahaut, and deftroy 
'' the Batteries there, as well as a large Magazine of Provifions 
'' that the Enemy had colleAed from the Dutch, and to hinder 
" any more arriving : The latter, under Brigadier C/^r/mng-, after 
*' he had furprifed St. Marys and Guoyave, was to march into 
'' the Capejlerre, and reduce that fine Country. The Succefs of 
'' this appeared not only to me, but to the Gentlemen who were 
'' to execute it, almoft infallible; but the Night proved fo bad, 
'' and the Negroe Condu6lors were fo frightened, that they ran 
feveral of the Boats on the Shoals, of which that Coaft is 
full ; fo that though Brigadier Clavering did land, with about 
80 Men, yet the Place was fo full of Mangroves, and fo deep 
in Mud, that he was obliged to return, but not without the 
Enemy's difcovering our Defign* 
'' This obliged me to attempt by Force, what could not be 
'' effe^lcd upon the fafer Plan : But as I was then laid up in a 
'' moft feyere Fit of the Gout, in my Feet, Head, and Stomach, 
" I fent Brigadiers Clavering and Crump to reconnoitre the Coaft 
-' hear Arnoville; and upon their Report I ordered 1500 Regu- 
'' lars and 150 of of the Antigua Volunteers^ to' land under the 
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-* Protedion of the Woolwich Man of War : What happened af- 
'' terwards, you will fee by the following Letter, which I re- 
'' ceived at Petit- Bourg from Brigadier Clavering, on the 25 th of 

'^ April r 

At M. Poyens, Capefterre, Guadalupe, April 24, 1759. 

SIR, 

*' On Thurfday the 12th oi April, at Day-break, I landed with 
the Troops which you put under my Orders, confifting of 1300 
Men, exclufive of the Antigua Volunteers, at a Bay not far 
diilant from Arnoville. The Enemy made no Oppofition to 
our landing, but retired as our Troops advanced, to very 
ftrong Intrenchments behind the River Le Corn. This Poll 
was to them of the greateft Importance, as it covered the 
whole Country to the Bdiy Mahaut, where their Provifions and 
Supplies of all Sorts were landed from St. Eujlatia, and there- 
fore they had very early taken Poffeffion of it, and had fpared 
no Pains to ftrengthen it, though the Situation was fuch as 
required very little Affiftance from Art. The River was only 
acceflible at two narrow Paffes, on account of a Morafs co- 
vered with Mangroves, 'and thofe Places they had occupied 
with a Redoubt, and well palifaded Intrenchments, defended 
wi4:h Cannon, and all the Militia of that Part of the Country. 
We could only approach them in a very contracted Front, 
which was at laft reduced to the Breadth of the Roads, inter- 
feCled with deep and wide Ditches. Our Artillery, which 
confided of four Field-pieces, and two Howitzers, were or- 
dered to keep a conftant Fire on the Top of the Intrench- 
ments, to cover the Attack made by Duroure's Regiment and 
the Highlanders, who, on this Occafion, behaved with the 

'' greateft 
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** greatefl Coolnefs and Refolution, keeping up, as they ad- 
'' vanced, a regular Platoon Firing. This Behaviour fo inti- 
'' midated the Enemy, that they abandoned the firft Intrench- 
'' ment on the Left, into which the Highlanders threw themfelves, • 
'' Sword in Hand, and purfued the Enemy, with Part of Dw- 
'' roure^ Regiment, into the Redoubt. 

'' The Enemy ftill kept their Ground at their Intrenchroents 
'' on the Right, from whence they annoyed our People very 
'' much, both with Mufquetry and Cannon; and though thofe 
'' who had carried the firft Intrenchments, had got into their 
'' Rear, yet, till a Bridge could be made to pafs the River, they 
'* could not get round to attack this Poft. This took us up 
'' near Half an Hour; but however we got up Time enough 
** to take near 70 of the Enemy Prifoners, as they were endea- 
'' vouring to make their Efcape, amongft whom were fome of 
'' the moft confiderable Inhabitants of the Ifland. 

'' We found in both the Intrenchments, fix Pieces of Can- 
'' non. Our Lofs was one Officer and 13 Men killed, and two 
'' Officers and 32 Men wounded. 

*' So foon as the Ditches could be filled up for the Paffage 
'' of the Artillery, we proceeded on our March towards Petit- 
" Bourg. A confiderable Number of the Enemy had lined an 
*' Intrenchment, about Half a Mile to the Left on the Road, 
'' but when they perceived we were endeavouring to furround 
'' them, they abandoned it, keeping always about 200 Yards 
'' in our Front, fetting Fire to the Sugar-canes, which obliged 
*' us more than once to leave the Road, to avoid any Accident 
' ' to our Powder. 

*' The Troops arrived late on the Banks of the Kivev Lizard, 
'' behind which, at the only Ford, the Enemy had thrown up 

*• very 
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'* very ftrong Intrenchments, proteded with four Pieces of 
*' Cannon on the Hill behind them. 

*' Having reconnoitred the Side of the River, and finding 
^' it might coft us very dear to force the Paffage at the Ford, I 
*' therefore kept up their Attention all the Night, by firing into 
'* their Lines, during which Time I got two Canoes conveyed 
*' about a Mile and a Half down the River, where being launch- 
*' ed, we ferryed over, before Break of Day in the Morning, 
" a fufficient Number of Men to attack them in Flank, whilft 
*' we fhould do the fame in Front: The Enemy foon perceived 
*' their Danger, and left their Intrenchments with the greateft 
'', Precipitation, 

*' Thus we paffed without the Lofs of a Man, ftill purfuing 
'' them to Petit' Bourgy which Place they had fortified with Lines, 
*' and a Redoubt filled with Cannon. 

'' We found Capt. Uvedale there, in the Granada Bomb, 
'' throwing Shells into the Fort. The Enemy did not remain 
^' in it long, when they faw our Intention of occupying the 
'' Heights round them, but left us Matters of that, and the 
*' Port, with all the Cannon round the Place. 

'' We halted here the 14th, to get Provifions for the Troops. 

*' On the 15th, at Day-break, Brigadier Crwm/? was detached, 
*' with 700 Men, to the Bay Mahaut, and at the fame Time 
'' Capt. Stiely with 100, to Guoyavel about feven Miles in our 
*' Front, to deftroy a Battery there. The Pannick of the Enemy 
*' was fuch, that they only difcharged their Cannon at him, 
*' and abandoned a Poft that might have been defended againft 

• 

'' an Army. He nailed up feven Pieces of Canuon, and re- 
•' turned the fame Evening to Petit-Bourg. Brigadier Crump re- 
** turned like wife the next Day, with his Detachment from the 
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'' Bay Mahaut, where he found the To wn^ and Batteries aban- 
'' doned. Thefe he burnty with an immenfe Quantity of Provifions, 
'' that had been landed there by the Dutch, and reduced the whole 
'' Country as far as Petit-Bourg. 

'' The heavy Rains, on the fucceeding Days, had fo fwelled 
'' the Rivers, that it was impoffible for the Troops to advance; 
'' however, this Delay gave us an Opportunity of ftrengthening 
'' the Poft at Petit-Bourg. 

'' On the 1 8th, in the Evening, the Antigua Volunteers took 
" PofTeflion again of Guoyave: They were fupported early the 
*' next Morning, by a Detachment commanded by Lieutenant 
*' Colonel Barlow, who had Orders to repair the Road for the 
'' Paffage of the Cannon. 

" Oh the 2oth, after leaving 250 Men to guard Petit-Bourg, 
'' the remaining Part of the Detachment, with the Cannon, 
'' moved on to Guoyave, in order to proceed afterwards to St, 
'' Marys, where we were informed the Enemy were collecting 
their whole Force to oppofe us, and had likewife thrown up 
Intrenchments, and made Barricadoes on the Road to pre- 
vent our Approach to it. We were not long before we per- 
ceived them ; but, at the fame Time, we found, as well by 
our own Obfervation, as by the Information of the Guides, 
that it was not impoffible to get into their Rear, by Roads 
the Enemy thought impracticable, and confequently had 
'' guarded with very little Care. 

'' A Detachment was immediately formed under Colonel 
*' Barlow, for this Service, and Orders were fent to haften the 
'' March of the Artillery, which, from the badnefs of the Roads, 
'' had not been able to get up. The firft Shot from our Can- 
" non placed very near their Intrenchment, with the Alarm 
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** that was given by our Detachment in the Rear, made the 
*' Enemy very foon fenfible of the dangerous Situation they 
" were in, and indeed their precipitate Flight only, faved them 
*' from being all taken Prifoners. 

*' We purfued them as far as the Heights of St. Marys, where 
*' we again formed our Men for a frefh Attack on the Lines 
*' and Batteries there. 

*' Whilfl the Barricadoes were levelling for the Artillery, we 
*' attempted a fecond Time to pafs the Woods and Precipices 
*' that covered the Flanks of the Enemy's Lines; but, before 
*' we could get up our Cannon, they perceived this Move- 
" ment, and began fo quit their Lines to oppofe it, which 
'' made us refolve, without any further Delay, to attack them 
''immediately in Front; and it was accordingly executed with 
*' the great eft Vivacity, notwithftanding the conftant firing both 
'' of their Cannon and Mufquetry. They abandoned here all 
'' their Artillery, and went off in fo much Confufion, that they 
*' never afterwards appeared before us. 

'* We took up our Quarters at St. Marys that Night, and 
*' the next Day entered the Capejlerre, which is the richeft and 
'* moft beautiful Part of this or any other Country in the We/l- 
*' Indies. Eight hundred and feventy Negroes, belonging to 
*' one Man only, furrendered this Day. 

'' Here Meffrs. de Clainvilliers and Daqueruy, deputed by the 
*' principal Inhabitants of the Ifland, met mc to know the 
*' Terms you would grant them, 

, / have the Honour to be, ire. 

J. Clavering." 
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By a Letter intercepted from the Count de Bourhonayey Go- 
vernor of MartinicOy to the Chevalier Dutriel at Guadelupe, it 
appeared, '' That the former was in no Condition to fend any 
'' farther Relief or Afliftance to him, all the Arms he could 
*' fpare being already taken; and that Monf. du Bompar found 
'' himfelf unequal to make any Attempts in his Favour againft 
'' the Englijh Squadron; ^ill encouraging him not to defpair, 
'' but to hold out to the laft Moment." 

April 17. Arrived the Griffin from* England^ with an Anfwer 
to the Difpatches fent by the Weazle Sloop after the taking of 
the Town of Bajfe-Terre. 

April 19. The Falcon Bomb, Rationed off the Santos or Saints, 
in order to prevent any Supply of Arms or Provifion from be- 
ing carried to the Enemy, as fhe was chacing in a Privateer, 
miffed Stays and was ftranded; the Officers and Men were 
faved, and the fmalleft Mortar and Stores got out. 

The Santos or Saints, (fo called by Columbus on Account 
of his difcovering them on All-Saints-DayJ are four little lilands 
belonging to the French, and lying between Dominica and Qua- 
delupe, four Leagues from the latter to the S. S. W. 

At this Time the Bravery of our Troops had got the better 
of every Obftacle, had forced the Enemy in all their Entrench- 
ments and ftrong Paffes, had taken 50 Pieces of Cannon, and 
had advanced as far as (he Capejlerre, the only remaining unre- 
duced Part of the Country. This at laft brought the French to 
Terms and Articles of Capitulation, which we figned on Tuefday, 
May I, 1759, at the Head Quarters at Capejlerre. 

General Barrington on this Occafion gives the following Ac- 
count in his Letter to the Secretary of State. 

Extradl 
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Extradl of a Letter from the Hon. General Barrington to the Right 
Hon. Mr. Secretary Pitt, dated Head Quarters, in the Capefterre, 
Guadelupe, May 9, 1759. 

'' I have the Satisfa6lion to inform you, that, by great Per- 
*' feverance, and changing entirely the Nature of the War, by 
*' carrying it on by Detachment, I have at length made*myfelf 
'' Mafler of Guadelupe and Grande-Terre. This is a Work, Sir, 
'' that, I believe, the moft fanguine {confiderinjg our total Se- 
• '' paration from the Fleet) could not exped to have been jJer- 
" formed by fo fmall a Body of Men. 

'' My Situation was fuch, that itlwas abfolutely neceffary, that 
*' what was done fliould not be procraftinated, as I was deter- 
'' mined to grant no Truce for Time enough for the Inhabit 
'* tants to recover from their Fears-. Mr. Moore was abfent; 
*' the Thing prelTed; and fomc Refolution was to be taken im- 
^^^ mediately. 

*' I beliieve. Sir, the infinite Confequence and Value of Gua- 
*' delupe^ and Grande-Terre, is not perfeftly known in England, as 
*' (if I am rightly informed) there is more Sugar grown here 
'* than in all the Leeward Iflands put together; befides great 
** Quantities of Cotton and Coffee. The Country, efpecially 
'* xh^Capeflere, the fineft I ever faw, watered with good Rivers 
*' every Mile or two ; and a Port belonging to it, where all the 
'* Navy of England may ride fafe from Hurricanes. 

*^ As I have now nothing to fear from the Land, I am re- 
'' pairing, as well as I can, Fori Louis, and fortifying the Ifle of 
*' Cochon for the greater Security of the Harbour. The poor 
*' People here are in a miferable Condition, but I fliail do every 
'' Thing in my Power to procure them the Things they want. 

I 2 I 
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" I have the Honour to fend you inclofed the Capitulation 
'* of the Governor, as well as that of the Inhabitants. The 
'' latter behaved, in all their Dealings, with great Candour; 
'' and it is a Juftice I owe them, to acquaint you with it. 

'' It has not as yet been pofEble for me to go round the 
*' Iflands to fee the different Pofts that muft be occupied, I 
'' therefore cannot yet determine the exacft Number of Troops 
'' that will be neceffary to be left for their Defence. 

'' I cannot help congratulating myfelf, that I had jufl iigned 
'^ the Capitulation with the Inhabitants of the Grande-Terre, 
*' when a Meffenger arrived in their Camp to acquaint them, 
*' that M. Beauhamois, the General of thefe Iflands, had landed 
*' at St. Anne's on the windward Part of that Ifland, with the 
*' Reinforcement from Martinico, of 600 Regulars, 2000 Bucca- 
*' neers, ayd 2000 Stand of fpare Arms for the Inhabitants, 
'* with Artillery and Mortars, under the Convoy of M. Bompars 
*' Squadron: This Support, had it arrived there an Hour 
** fooner, muft have made the Conqueft of that Ifland very 
*' difficult, if not impoffible. As foon as he heard the Capi- 
** tulation was figned, he re-embarked again." 

ARTICLES of Capitulation. 

Between their Excellencies the Hon. Major-General Harrington, and 
John Moore, £fq; Commanders in Chief of his Britannick Ma- 
jefty's Land and Sea Forces in thefe Seas, and M. Nadau Dutriel, 
Governor of his MoftChriftian Majefty ^Guadelupe, Grande- 
Terre, Defeada, and the Sainres.

Pofts, with one Mortar, two Field-Pieces of Brafs Cannon,

Granted, except the Mortar; and as to the Cannon, we will allow 
only four Rounds for each Piece; and on Condition that the Troops of 
his Britannick Majefly fhall take Pojfeffion of the different Pofls of the 
Three Rivers, and the Hofpital To-morrow Morning, the 2d of May 
at eight o'clock; and that all the Magazines of Provijions, Ammunition, 
and Implements of War, as well as all Papers relating to the Revenue, 
be delivered into the Poffejion of a Commiffary to be named by us for 
that Purpofjp. 

II. That we Ihall be fent to Martinico, in a good VelTel, well 
provided, and by the fhorteft Paffage. 

Granted. 

III. That the CommifTary General, Officers of Juftice, Ad- 
miralty, and all fuch as have the King's Commiffion, fliall like- 
wife be fent to Martinico in a good Veffel well provided, and 
by the fliorteft Paffage. 

Granted only for the Commiffary General, and Officers of the Admi- 
ralty, and refufed to the others. 

IV. That the Staff and other Officers fliall have Leave to 
take with them their Wives and Children to Martinico. 

Granted. 
V. That the Staff and other Officers fliall have the fame Num- 
ber of Servants granted them, as were allowed by the Moft 
Chriflian King, viz. to the Commiffary General 24; to the 
Lieutenant Governor 18; to the Fort Major 15; to the Cap- 
tains 12 each; to the Lieutenants 8 each; and to the EnGgns 
6 each. 

Granted.

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VI. That it ftiall be allowed to all the Officers who have 
Eftates in this Colony (except to me the Governor, unlefs the 
King permits me alfo) to appoint Attornies to ad for them 
until the Peace ; and if the Ifland be not then ceded, the above- 
mentioned Officers fhall have Leave to fell their Eftates, and 
carry off the Produce.

X. That the Prifoners, Soldiers and Sailors, fliall be mu- 
tually exchanged.

XL That all the Negroes who were enlifted and CQntinued 

till the laft Day of the Attack, in the Companies of Bologne, 

Petite^ Dumoliere, and • Ruby, agreeable to the Lift that will be 

given in of them, fliall have their Freedom at the Expence of 

the Colony, as by Agreement.

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Granted: Upon Condition that they are immediately fent off the IJland. 

XI I. That the Men belonging to the Privateers, who defire 
to go to MartinicOy fliall have a Veffel to carry them thither.

XIII. That there fliall be a reafonable Time allowed for re- 
moving the Furniture, EfFe<5ls, and Cloaths that are in the Re- 
diiit, or other Places, belonging to the Perfons who are to be 
fent to Martinico; and that his Excellency General Harrington 
fliall grant his Protection for the fafe Conveyance of the above- 
mentioned Effe6ls to the Place of Conveyance.

XIV. That there fliall be an Hofpital Ship provided for the 
Wounded and Sick that are in a Condition to be removed ; and 
that the reft fliall be taken Care of and fent with a Flag of 
Truce to Martinico^ as foon as they are recovered. 

Granted : Thofe that remain here Jhall be taken Care of at the Ex- 
pence of his Mojl Chriftian Majefty. 

XV. That all Subjects, formerly belonging to the King of 
Great Britain, who for Crimes were forced to fly their Country, 
and have carried Arms in this Ifland, fliall be pardoned, and 
allowed to remain in this Ifland as Inhabitants. 

They muft go out of the Ifland. 

XVI . That the fame Honours and Conditions fliall be granted 
to the King s Troops in the Grande-Terre, as are given thofe in 
Guadelupe. 

Theyfhall have neither Mortar nor Cannon. 

XVII. That the Troops at the Head of the Reduit, as well 
as thofe at the Three Rivers, fliall march to the Poft of the C amp 
at la Garde, and remain there till the Day of Embarkation.

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The Tranjport Ships Jhall be at the Great Bay To-morrow Morning 
to receive the Troops of the Garrifon, the Privateers Men, and thoje 
who are to pafs to Martinico.

Articles of Capitulation between their Excellencies and 

the Inhabitants of Guadelupe, ^f . 

Article L'THHE Inhabitants fliall march out of their Pofts 

-*- with all the Honours of War, viz. with two 
Field-Pieces, their Arms, Colours flying, Drums beating, and 
lighted Match, 

Granted, in Confideration of the brave Defence which the Inhabi- 
tants have made during an Attack of three Months, upon Condition that 
they lay down their Arms as foon as they have marched by our Troops, 
and that all the Forts, Pqfts, Batteries, Cannon, Mortars, Firelocks, and 
Bayonets, with all kind of Ammunition, and Implements of War, be de- 
livered to a Commiffary to be named by us ; and that we fhall have 
a Power of fixing a Garrifon in .all fuch Places as we fliall think proper. 

II. The Inhabitants of the Ifland of Martinico, Marigalante, 
and Dominico, who came to the Afliftance of this Ifland, fliall 
have Leave to retire with their Arms and Baggage, and a Ship 
fliall be provided to carry them, and the Servants they brought 
with theiti, to their refpe^live Iflands, with Provifions for their 
Pafliage. 

Granted, except thofefrom Marigalante, who fhall be fent to Mar- 
tinico. 

IIL The Inhabitants fliall be allowed the free and publick 

Exercife of their Religion, the Priefts and Religious fliall be 

preferved 
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prefervedin their Parifhes, Convents, and all other Poffeffions ; 
and the Superiors of the feveral Orders fhall be permitted to fend 
forfuch as they think neceffary from France, and the neighbour- 
ing Iflands ; but all Letters wrote on this OccaGon (hall be tranf- 
mitted by the Governor appointed by his Britannick Majefty. 
Granted. 

IV. They fhall obferve a ftric5l Neutrality, and not be forced 
to take up Arms againft his Moft Chriflian Majefty, or againft 
any other Power. 

Granted; on Condition that they take an Oath within a Month, oy 
fooner, if pojjible, to maintain all Claufes of this Capitulation, as well as 
to remain exadily and faithfully neuter. 

V. They fhall be allowed their Civil Government, their 
Laws, Cuftoms, and Ordinances ; Juftice fhall be adminiftred by 
the fame Perfons who are now in Office; and what relates to the 
interior Police of the Ifland, fhall be fettled between his Bri- 
tannick Majefty's Governor and the Inhabitants. And in Cafe 
this Ifland fhall be ceded to the King of Great-Britain, at the 
Peace, the Inhabitants fball have their Choice, either to keep 
their own political Government, or to accept that which is 
eftabliflied at Antigua and St. Chri/lophefs. 

Granted; but when any Vacancies happen in the Seats of Juftice, the 
fuperior Council of the I/land is to name proper Perfons to fill up thofe 
Vacancies, who mufl receive their Commi/Jions from his Britannick Ma- 
jefty: And allAdb ofJitJUce whatfoever are to be in his Name. But 
in Regard to any Change in the political Government, we grant it, if 
agreeable to his Majefiys Pleafure. 

VI. The Inhabitants, as well as the religious Orders, fhall 
be maintained in the Property and the Enjoyment of their Pof- 
feffions, Goods moveable and immoveable, noble and ignoble,

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of what Nature foever they may be ; and (hall be preferved in 
their Privileges, Rights, Honours and Exemptions ; and free 
Negroes and MuUattoes in their Liberty, 
Granted. 

VII. They fliall pay no other Duties to his Britannick Ma- 
jefty but fuch as they have hitherto paid to his moft Chrijlian 
Majefty, without any other Charge or Impofts ; the Expences 
attending the Adminiftration of Juftice, the Penfions to Cu- 
rates, and other cuftomary Charges, fhall be paid out of the 
Revenue of his Britannick Majefty, in the fame Manner as un- 
der the Government of his moft Chrijlian Majefty. 

Granted; hut if this IJland is ceded to his Britannick Majejiy at the 
Peace, it JhaU he fubjeSi to the fame Duties and Impofis as the other 
Englifh Leeward Iflands, the mq/l favoured. 

VIII. All Prifoners taken during the Attack of this Ifland, 
fhall be mutually exchanged. 

. Granted. 

IX. The free MuUattoes and Negroes, who have been taken, 
fhall be confidered as Prifoners of War, and not treated as 
Slaves. 

Granted. 

X. The Subjects of Great- Britain, who have taken Refuge in 
this Ifland, whether Criminals or Debtors, fhall have Leav^ 
to retire. 

Granted. 

XI. No other but the Inhabitants adually refiding in this 
Ifland, fliall poflefs any Lands or Houfes, by Purchafe, Grant, 
or otherwife, before a Peace; but if at the Peace this Ifland 
fliould be ceded to the King oi Great- Britain, then fuch of the 
Inhabitants as do not chufe to live under the Englifh Govern- 
ment 
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ment Ihall be pennitted to feli their Poffeffions, moveable and 
immoveable, to whom they will, and retire whenever they 
pleafe, for which Purpofe there fliall be a reafonable Time al- 
lowed. 

Granted; but fuch of the Inhabitants as ckufe to retire JhaU have 
leave to fell to none but Subjedls of Great-Britain. 

XII. In Cafe there fliould be any Exchange at the Peace, 
their Britannick and moft Chriftian Mdjefties, are defired to give 
the Preference to this Ifland. 

This will depend on his Majeftfs Pleafure. 

XIII. The Inhabitants fhall have Liberty to fend their Chil- 
dren to be educated in France, and to fend for them back ; and 
to make Remittances to them while there. 

Granted. 

XIV. The abfent Inhabitants, and fuch as are in the Service 
of his moft CkrifHan Majefty, fliall be maintained in the Enjoy- 
ment and Property of their Eftates, which fliall be managed 
for them by AttorAies. 

Granted. 

XV. The Wives of Officers and others, who are out of the 
Ifland, fliall have Leave to retire with their EfFeds, and a Num- 
ber of Servants fuitable to their Rank. 

Granted. 

XVI. The Englifh Government fliall procure for the Inha- 
bitants an Exportation for fuch Commodities as the Ifland pro- 
duces, and are not permitted to be imported into England. 

Granted ; as the Ifland produces nothing but what may be imported 
into England. 

XVII. The Inhabitants fliall not be obliged to fiirnifli Quar- 
ters for the Troops, nor Slaves to work on the Fortifications. 

K 2 Granted; 
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Granted; but Barracks will be provided as foon as pojjible for the 
Lodgment of the Troops; and fuch Negroes who fhaJtl be employed with the 
Confent of their Mqfters, on public Works, fhaU be paid for their Labour. 

XVIII . The Widows and other Inhabitants, who thro' 111- 
nefs, Abfence, or any other Impediment, cannot immediately 
fign the Capitulation, fliall have a limited Time allowed them 
to accede it. 

Granted; but all the Inhabitants, tuho chufe to partake of the Ad- 
vantage of the Capitulation, fhall be obliged to fign it within a Month 
from the Date hereof or to quit the I/land. 

XIX. The Men belonging to the Privateers, and others who 
have no Property in the Ifland, and are defirous to leave it, 
fhall have Veffels to carry them to Martinico or to Dominico, 
(at their Option) and fhall be furnifhed with Provifions for 
the PafTage. Neverthelefs, thofe Perfons who have any Debts 
with the Inhabitants of the Ifland, fhall be obliged to fettle 
their Accounts with them before they depart. 

Granted. 

XX. The Inhabitants fhall have Leave to give Freedom to 
fuch Negroes as they have promifed it to, for the Defence of 
this Ifland. 

Granted; on Condition that they are immediately fent off the I/land. 

XXI. The Inhabitants and Merchants of this Ifland, included 
in the prefent Capitulation, fhall enjoy all the Privileges of 
Trade, and upon the fame Conditions as are granted to his 
Britannick Majefly's Subjeds, throughout the Extent of his Do- 
minions. 

Granted; but without 'cffe^ing the Privileges of particular Companies 
efiablifhed in England or the Laws of the Kingdom, which prohibits 
the carrying on of Trade in any other than Englilh Bottoms. 

XXII. The 
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XXII. The Deputies of the Grande-Terre, not having a fuf- 
ficient Power to fign the Capitulation, though the Colony ad- 
heres to the Conditions of it, under the Authority of M. Naiau, 
may fign it when they have their full Powers, and they will be 
comprehended in all the Claufes.

May I. At this Jundure the Commodore received Intelli- 
gence that Monf. Du ^Bompar had failed fome Days from Mar- 
tinico, and Was feen with the Squadron out at Sea, feven Leagues 
to Windward of Marigalante, feemingly with a Defign to land 
fome Forces at Grande-Terre, which he accordingly effe<$led, and 
dif-embarked the Swijs Battalion confiding of 600 Men, with 
2000 Buccaneers, and 2000 Stand of fpare Arms for the Inha^ 
bitants with Artillary and Mortars : Upon landing they found 
the Ifland furrendered, and not having advanced far up into 
the Country, retreated before the Englijh Troops could have 
Notice of them; they were immediately purfued, and about 
thirty of the Swifs deferted, the reft were put into the Boats 
and got off. 

Commodore Moore denies the Landing of more than 600 
Blacks and Whites^ and thofe in a wretched Condition, adding, 
that, '' if they h^id Jiaid, they might all have been taken Prifoners, 
'' as he, the Commodore, would have gone up and landed his 

Marines 
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*' Marines on the Back of Monf. Bourrhonaye, who would have 
'' found himfelf between twx) Fires; as for Buccaneers, he fays, 
*' they exifted no where but in Imagination, and that the Date 
" of thofe Adventurers expired above fifty Years before this 
*' Period." General Barrington, however, in his Letter to the 
Secretary of State, exprejfly confirms the Landing of 2000 of thofe 
imaginary Troops. • 

May 2. At two this Afternoon, the Commodore made the 
Signal to prepare to fail, and at half an Hour paft nine in the 
E^vening to weigh; when he failed with the Squadron out of 
Prince Ruperfs Bay. 

It appeared a little . extraordinary to moft Officers that 
Commodore Moore fliould know fo little of the Enemy s Motions, 
that his fir/i Intelligence of Mr. Bompars Squadron fhould be, 
not that it was getting under Sail from Martinico, or that it was 
oiU at Sea, but that it had adually been at Guadelupe, and had 
landed and re- embarked the Reinforcements intended for xh^ Relief 
of that Ifland a Day before the Commodore ever JHrred from 
Prince Rupert's Bay in purfuit of them; (as appears by his own 
Letter to the Secretary of State dated May 11, 1759)- Now the 
Diftance from MarfmeVo toDominica, is at the mpft, but 10 Leagues, 
which taken as a Diftance at Sea, is a very trifling one, and the 
Commodore might certainly have fo JicUioned his Cruifers and 
Cutters that Signals might have been made from one to the other, 
in fuch a manner, that the Enemy's Squadron (hould not have 
loojed their Fore- top- Sails (the common Signal for preparing to fail) 
without his knowing it almofl iriflantly. That the Commodore's 
Removal of the Squadron from Guadelupe to Dominica, was a 
judicious one, I thirik can never be denied; but that the prin- 
cipal Reafon for fo doing, was to keep an Eye upon the French 

Men 
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Men of War at Port- Royal muft be allowed to be equally true, and 
the Commodore acknowledges nearly as much himfelf, viz. 
*' that he could not be faid to have left the General, in as much 
'* as the Squadron lay almoft in right of Capejlerre, and he was 
** at hand to afford either his Advice or AJft/iance;" What fort 
of AJJiftance he afforded the General when he fuffered the Enemy 
to land a Reinforcement ftrong enough to have drove him and 
his Army off the J/land, or what fort of a Look-out (as the Seamen 
termed it) he kept upon th^ French Fleet at Port-Royal, when he 
muns in his Letter, that theory? News he had of them, was their 
being T^^n to the Windward of Marigalante, muft be fubmitted to 
the Judgment of others. Certain it is, that if he kept an Eye . 
upon them, (not to be fufpeded of a pun on this Occafion) it 
was not an HAW K's Eye.

The Squadron turning to Windward between Domi- 
nica and Marigalente, and fo continuing the whole Time it. was 
out. The Sun was this Day Vertical at Noon. 

May 5. At fix. South End of Marigalante, N. E. four Leagues. 
The Commodore brought to every Day about Noon, by which 
Means the Squadron fell to Leeward as much in the Day as it 
gained to windward in the Night. 

Mr 
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Mr. Moore fays, '' He never brought to but in order to receive 
*' Letters from General Barrington;' we will fuppofe fo, but 
fliould a whole Squadron in purfuit of an inferior^ nay in fa6l of a 
fying Enemy (for Mr. Bompar kept to Windward all the Time to 
avoid an Engagement if poflible, as it was, undoubtedly not his 
Bufinefs to fight, but after having mifcarried, in his Defign of 
relieving Guadelupe by arriving there too late, he was to get back 
to Martinico again 2i% Jaji as he could^) in fuch a Cafe was it pru- 
dent to flop a whole Sqtuidron in their Chace, merely to receive 
Letters from the General^ which Letters might have been brought 
up by ?i Cutter or a Frigate^ who could turn to Windward again 
fo much eafier than Ships of Battle ? Befides the General was in no 
Danger whilft the Enemy was at Sea; his Danger \vas luckily 
pajl and efcaped in Time by the Capitulation of the Ifland, or elfe 
the Conqueft of Gvxidelupe muft have been given up, notwith- 
^ziiding tht powerful Squadron under Mr. ilifot^r^'s Command in' 
Prince Ruperts Bay. 

May 6. At feven, South End of Marigalante N. E. by N. 

three Leagues. 

At eight in the Evening the Griffin joined, making the Signal 

to fpeak to the Commodore. 

May 7. At feven, in the Morning, Signal for all Cruizers to 

come in- 

At eight, the Commodore hoifted his Colours, and bore 
away for Prince Rupert's Bay again. 

At twelve. Signals for the Rippon, Brifiol, Emerald and Grtjffin 
to chace four Sail to the Southward. 

At one, continued the Chace, at two the Rippon threw out 
the Commodore's private Signal, which not being anfwered, at 
three, fired a Gun at the Chace, who flood for Martinico. 

L At 
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At five, a Brig bore down to the Bri/lol, with an Account that 
the Chace were three of our Tranfports and a Cartel with the 
French Governor, Le Chevalier Dutriel, and his Officers, bound 
for Port" Royal, in Confequence of the Articles of Capitulation; 

* at fix left off Chace. 

The Commodore with the reft of the Squdaron, came to an 
Anchor in Prince Rupert' % Bay; as did Monf. Bompar, with his 
Squadron the Day before, in the Bay of Port- Royal, having never 
feen each other ; which occafioned it to be ludicroufly faid by 

* the People of Dominica at our Return, '' That the Englifh went 
*' on one Side of the Ifland, and the French on the other, for 
" fear they fhould meet. 

Commodore Moore in the Papers fo often quoted, as publifhed 
hy hh Avihority in the Hi/lory of England, relates, ''That M. 
^ de Bompar made the beji of his Way to C2Lpc Francois on the Ifland 
'' of Hifpaniola^ But it appears, that hejir/l put back to Mar- 
tinico * May 6th, and was afterwards dijcovered with feven Ships 
of the Line at Granada by the Rippon, fo late as June 17th, hav- 
ing left two of his Squadron at Fort- Royal, Mar tinico. 

Defeada, the Santos, and Fetite-Tevrc furrender. 

May 9. At this Time General Barrington fummoned Mariga- 
lante, the Santos^ and defeada to furrender: The latter fubmitted 
upon the fame Terms that had been given to Guadelupe, but 
Marigalante held out. The little Ifland of Petite-Terre came in 
likewife, 

Deseada or Desiderada (the defirable Ifland] fo called 
by Columbus, becaufe it was the fitft Land he difcovered on his

fecond 
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fecond voyage to America, Anno 1493, lies feven Leagues from 
Grande-Terre, to theN. E. in Length three Leagues, and Breadth 
four Miles. Latitude 16. 20. N. Longitude 60. 10. W. 

10, Upon (igning the Articles of Capitulation at Cape- 
STERRE, the Inhabitants quitted the Dos d'Ane, and returned 

, to their Plantations and Houfes ; they began alfo to repair the 
Ruins ^t Baffe-Terre ; where foon after, Shops were opened, and . 
the Produce of the Country fold as ufual, unmolefted by the 
Troops in Camp or Garrifon, where General Barrington caufed 
the ftriAeft Difcipline to be obferved, and behaved with fo 
much AfiFability, and was fo eafy of Accefs to all the Natives, 
that it would be difficult to fay whether He feemed to be moft 
refpeded by the Army or the Ifland. 

11. Sailed the Woolwich for England, with an Account of the 
Surrender of Guadelupe, the Santos, and Defeada. 

The Brigadiers, Armiger and Clavering, embarked on Board 
this Ship, and returned to England; Brigadier Haldale had 
failed fometime before to his Government at Jamaica, fo that 
Lieutenant Colonel Crumpe of Duroures Regiment, was ap- 
pointed to ad as Brigadier, and fucceeded afterwards to the 
Government of the Ifland. 

Maricalante now only remaining to be fubdued, the 
General began to make the neceffary Preparations for attacking 
it, and accordingly a Body of Troops were embarked. 

May 14. Sailed the Berwick, Briflol, Ludlow-Cq/tte, and two 
Bombs from Prince Rupert^ Bay, to favour a Defcent upon the 
Ifland, and to deflroy the Forts ; and having joined the Tranf- 
ports fromr Grande-Terr e, fl;ood over to Marigalante; but the 
Enemy upon thfe Appearance of the Troops thought proper 
to fubmit. 

L 2 The 
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The Commodore rode all this Day at Anchor with his Fore- 
topfail loofe, (Signal for the Squadron to prepare to fail,) in 
Order (as was fuppofed) to deceive the Enemy, and to prevent 
M. de Bompar from attempting to relieve Marigalante by attack- 
ing the little Squadron fent to reduce it. 

19. Marigalante furrendered upon the fame Terms as 
Guadelupe, and the Berwick, with the Ludlow-Cajile, and Bombs, 
returned back to Prince Rupert'^ Bay. 

23. A Detachment of the Troops was left at Marigalante, 
under the Command of Major Ball, to garrifon the Ifland. 

27. All prefent Defigns of the Expedition being thus happily 
finiflied. General Barrington acquainted the Commodore, that 
he propofed to fend back Part of the Troops with the Tranf- 
ports to England, al(Out the latter end oi June, or the beginning 
oijuly. < 

31. Arrived the Maffau and Raifonnable of 70 Guns each, 
with a Store-Ship from Port/mouthy and joined the Squadron in 
the Bay. 

June 2. The Commodore formed the Squadron into two 
Divifions, andmadea new Line of Battle, Mr. Moore, commanded 
the Red, and Mr. Hughes the White. 

The Squadron returns to Guadelupe. 

3. At three in the Afternoon Commodore Moore made the 
Signal to weigh in the Cambridge, which was prepared by Capt. 
Hughes in the Norfolk, when the Squadron failed in two Divi- 
fions from Prince Ruperfs Bay for Guadelupe; leaving behind 
the Majfau and Raifonnable to complete their Watering. 

4. At eight in the Morning, the Commodore anchored 
in Baffe-Terre Road, the reft of the Ships following according 
to Seniority. 6. At 
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6. At nine anchored the Raijonnable, and the Naffau appeared 
in the Offing. Monf. Du Bompar, failed this Day from Fort- 
Royal for Granada, leaving behind him Le Florijfant of 74, and 
Le Vaillant of 64 Guiis. 

The Xaffau had the Small-Pox on Board, and it was danger- 
ous for her to join the Fleet immediately ; it were to be wiflied 
that greater Attention in the Article of Sicknefs was fhewn by 
Sea Commanders in general, fince the Prefervation of the Health 
of Seamen and Marines is one grand Objed towards the Sue- 
cefs of every Expedition. 

On our Arrival at Barbadoes from England, Capt. Jekyll 
ordered the Sick Marines and Seamen of the Rippon on Shore to 
the Hofpital there, and that they might walk about, in order to 
relieve them from the Scurvy; but Commodore Moore, who 
met one of the Marines the next Day, afflicted with the Scurvy, 
(indeed violently, and who afterwards died oi \€f finding that he 
belonged to the Rippon, fent for Capt. Jekyll, and ordered them 
all to be taken on Board again, faying, that, '* If they were 
'' able enough to walk about^ they were able enough to do Duty 
*' on board;' fome of them (particularly my Drummer,) were 
fuch miferable Objedls, that they could not be removed at any 
Rate; one Man, amongft others, who was left behind when we 
failed from Martinico as a dying Man; joined us afterwards at 
Guadelupe^ with recovered Vigor and Strength, and as well in 
Health as when he firft failed from England. 

When I refleded afterwards on the Number of Men we loft 
on Board by Sicknefs, and the dreadful Situation of fick Men 
in the Time of Adion, and particularly in fo hot a Climate, 
muft of Neceffity be in, expofed to every Inconvenience, want 
of Air, want of Affiftance, melted almoft to Death from the ad- 
ditional 
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ditional Heat of Gunpowder and Smoke, their Heads torn to Pieces 
by continual Difchargesof Cannon and Noifes of all Kinds, to- 
tally ufelefs to the Service as well as to them/elves, I wondered how 
it could efcape the Commodore's Notice, not to leave all hisjick and 
unfervicable Men behind him atBarbadoes, Numbers of which would 
have recovered, and have become a fine Recruit and Reinforcement 
to the Squadron afterwards; and indeed what Purpofe can it 
anfwer, to keep Men on Board who are incapable of Adion, 
when there is an Opportunity to put theni on Shore and to 
have them again afterwards when recovered ? We had on board 
the Rippon at two feveral Engagements, 40 Men one Time and 
go. at another, who were lying in the Hold^ not only of no AJfi- 
Jlance, but even of a Mtifance to the Ship. 

The Commodore when he failed from Barbadoes^ was not in the 
uncertain Situation of Generals by Land, going to oflFer Battle to 
an Enemy, who are not always able to tell whether they can 
bring that Enemy to A£lion or not; the Squadron under his 
Command went on to certain Attack, againft Batteries; the Bat- 
teries were there, their Situation known, and it was in the Com- 
modore's awn Breaft when he chofe to make the Attack, even to an 
Hour, the Wind being moftly the fame ; of courfe the Men who 
were unfit for Duty at Barbadoes, were fure to be unfit for it at 
Martinico, it being only one Day s fail; and the more Sick, there 
are in a Ship, the more there are likely to be, as in thofe warm 
Climates one Jick Man fpeedily infe&s another. 

• 

How many brave and gallant Engliflimen might yet have 
lived to do their Country Service, had this Recefs from Ac- 
tion been allowed, and this Indulgence granted to them at a 
Time when it was out of their Power to contribute ought but 
Wifhes of Succefs, and Prayers,, that Vidory might attend their 

Fellow- 
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Fellow- Soldiers fighting over their Heads, themfelves expofcd 
to all the Horror of A^ion, unable to be any ways inflrumerital 
in it, either to ajfijl their Friends or to annoy their Enemies. 

7. General Barrington was now making the Tour of the 
Ifland, and vifiting all the Quarters where the troops were can- 
toned. 

The Attention of the Public in England on this Expedition 
being totally fwallowed up in the Idea of Martinico, the Con- 
queft of Guadelupe became little confidered by the Generality 
of the People there, who looked upon it as a little Provincial 
Ifland to- the other, and were not fufl&ciently acquainted with 
the Strength of it, the Advantages accruing from its Poffeffion, 
the Extent and Produce of the Country, and more particularly 
the Beauty of its Situation, where, like a Queen^ it fits en- 
throned amongft the Icffer Iflands, in Power to convey Relief 
or Deftru^lion to all the Colonies around. 

The Soil is rich, and efpecially at Grande-Terre fo> fertile, 
that the Canes are frequently cut fix Times without re-plant- 
ing ; and in Martinico, the fineft Plantation never produced more 
than feven Crops, and but very few did that ; indeed far the 
greateft Part of what are called Martinico Sugars, are the real 
Produce oi Guadelupe, the Inhabitants of which were obliged to 
fend them to Martinico, before they could be tranfported to Old 
France. It is in general thought to produce more Sugar than 
all the Leeward Iflands put together. 

MARTiNiCiUE is called the Capital Ifland, from the conftant 
Refidence of the Governor, who commands over all, as the Go- 
vemor of Antigua does in like Manner over St. Kitt's, Mevis, Mont- 
ferrat, and other the Caribbees with us ; bu.t it is neither fo 
ftrong, nor fo capable of Defence as Guadelupe: The Citadel 

is 
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is indeed extremely diflScult to be attacked by Sea, and to Ship- 
ping perhaps impregnable on Account of the Trade- Wind and 
Current fetting conflantly out of the Bay of Port-Royal, but it 
is practicable to take it by Land; and though the Englijh Troops 
did not fucceed in the prefent Attempt, it is not thence to be 
concluded that it was not to be reducJed : t)ifFerent Reafons 
might prevail on different Perfons, and it is very certain both 
lilands could not fall a Sacrifice ; for the taking of one would 
have rendered it impradicable to have attacked the other with 
any Probability of Succefs, fince half the Regiments muft havd^ 
been employed in Garrifons to have fecured the new Conqueft : 
GuADELUPE might therefore be, for ought I know, the greater 
Objed of Confideration to the BritiJIi Generals, as it was a Neft 
of Flibujliers and Privateers, conflantly infefting the Briti/h Trade; 
for moft of the Ships trading to Antigua^ Kevis, St. Kitfs^ Ja- 
maica, or the Spanijh Main, are obliged in their Paffage to the 
Weji- Indies, to ftrike Defeada firft to make the Land ; from which 
they were difcerriible immediately to the French at Guddelupe^ 
who never failed to fend their Schooners zxidPetiaugresoxxt^ which 
were perpetually bringing in Engli/h Prizes to the Town and 
Road of Bajfe-Terre, where they were protected by the Cannon 
of the Citadel and Batteries, from any Attempts of our Crui- 
zers to retake them : For this Reafon and others that could be 
given, the PoITeflion of Guadelupe is of the greateft Importance 
to Englijh Merchants in Time of War, and indeed on many 
Accounts it appears to be the moft valuable Ifland of the two, 
and the more noble Acquifition to the Crown of England. 
June 10. The Tranfports came round from Grande-Terre^ 

arid dropped in daily to the Rendezvous at Bqffe-Terre. 

« 

June 
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yane 12. At eight, anchored the Xajfau: At ten, the Roebuck 
came into the Road, and failed again to Englifh Harbour in 
Antigua to clean, being ordered to take the Tranfports under 
her Convoy to England. 

Rippon ordered to look into Granada. 

June 15. ,At this Time it being very uncertain whether 
Monf. du Bompar had entirely ' left thefe Seas, and moft other 
Ports having been reconnoitred by the Frigates, the Rippon was 
ordered by the Commodore this Morning to look into Gra- 
nada, and failed at Twelve accordingly. 

Granada lies in the Latitude of ii. 45. N. about eighty 
Leagues from Guadelupe; and thirty from Barbadoes, to the S. 
W. The Ifland is from Eaft to Weft about five Leagues, and 
in Circumferance about twenty-five Miles. There are feveral 
Bays and Harbours in it^ and the Road is defended by a Bat- 
tery of fourteen Guns. A French Governor ufually refides 
here, and there is a Garrifon, fubjed to the Command of the 
Governor of Martinico. It is well watered, produces Sugar, 
Rum, Cotton, and Fruits, as the other Iflands, and is efteenled 
rich and fertile. 

Jtme 16. At twelve, St. Lucia bore Eaft nine Leagues, La- 
titude obferved ^ j^. N. at fix St. Vincent Eaft feven Leagues. 

June 17. At five in the Morning, the S. W. End of Granada^ 
bore S. E. by S. five or fix Leagues. 

Difcovers Monf. Du Bompar, and Squadron lying there. 
At eight, faw lying in the Road and clofe under the Land, 
Monf. du Bompar Yfixhkvtn Ships of the Line, his Broad Pendant 

M and 
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and Colours flying. At half pad eight, wore Ship and ftood 
to the Northward, being then about feven Miles from the 
French Squadron. 

Had Commodore Moore on this Occafion luckily failed with 
the whole Squadron in queft of M. du Bompar, this Campaign had 
glorioufly ended with the Destruction of the Trench Fleet 
in the West Indies, and the Conq^uest of Granada, which 
muft have fallen of courfe. Why he did not, was a Myfteiy to 
all of us, for there was no apparent Ufe, at that Time, for the 
Squadron at Baffe-Terre; the Ifland of Guadelupe was in no 
Danger when Mr. duBompars Fleet was. gone out of thofe Seas, 
and the I Commodore had by his Gruizers looked into every 
other Port, fo that if M. du Bompar remained any where, it mull 
be at Granada, and Granada only : If he was there, by fending 
4 fingle 3hip» he expofed that Ship to the Danger of being 
taken by-M* du Bompar s fuperior Force, and thereby reinforcing 
his Line of Battle with^ Man of War of 60 Guns, and weaken- 
ing our (mn; if he was not there, a Cuiter might have been 
difpatchedon this ^rrand as well aj the Rippon. 

At nineione of the French Ships loofed her Toplails as if to 
chace the Rippon, but did not come out. The Rippon fprung 
her Maintopgallant-mqfl by crowding all the Sail fhe could. 
Cleared Siiip and made ready for Adion. 

At ten, haWled.Up to th^ Northward. 

It was thought as Monf Pu -fi(wz/?^r did »o^t chaqe the Jiippon 
with the Squadron, which he muft have diftinguiflied at leaft 
two Hours before fhe could difcover him under the Land, that 
he was apprehenfive flie was the Headmoft Ship of the Engli/h 
Squadron, and was fent to decoy him into the Fleet. 

June 
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June i8. At feveii, heavy Squall of Wind, Rain, Thunder, 
and Lightning. The Fore topgallant Sail fplit to Pieces and 
blew away. At 12. Granada hoxt^. half S. diflant 49 Leagues. 

June ig. At fix, made the Land which proved to be M<mt- 

Jerrat. 

Rippon returns and acquaints the Commodore. 

June 20. At feven in the Morning, the Rippbh arrived off 
Baffe-Terre, which bore Eaft feven or eight Miles, when there 
being no Wind, Capt. Jekyll hoifted out the Barge, and rowed 
into the Road to acquaint the Commodore that Monf. Du B&m- 
par was lying at Granada. It was then expe6ied that the Com- 
modore would fail away immediately for Granada with the 
whole Squadron; all the Officersof the :Ri^/?{W were watching the 
Captain's Barge with their Glaffes, as flie rowed along, to fee when 
fhe got alongfide the Cambridge, the Comtnodores Ship; big with 
expectation of the Signal for the Fleet to get on their way, impa- 
tient to fee the Sails loqfed in the Squadron, and to crowd back 
again to Granada with as much Hade as they had left it ; at laft 
the Barge was obferved alongfide the Cambridge, then followed a 
moft interefting Sufpence of five Minutes, now hoping,* now 
fearing, now fancying the Foretopfail dropping, now thinking 
they heard a Gun Bndfaw the Smoke; ten Minutes pafTed * 
We went to Break/aft. 

June 21. The Rippon came to an Anchor in Baffe-Terre Road, 
and faw a Frigate under Sail to the Southward, fent by the Com- 
itiodore (as we heard afterwards) to Granada, to fee if the French 
Squadron ftill remained there, but it appeared that Monf. Du 
Bompar had failed, and as it was conjectured foon after the J?2J&- 
ponwis well out of fight on the 17th. It was reported that he 
was gone to St. Domingo^ the Capital of the Spanijh Settlements, 
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in the Ifland of Hifpaniola, in order to carry home the Convoy 
bound to Old France. The Roebuck returned from Antigua. 

The LudloW'Cqftle, failed to Jamaica, two or three Days before, 
with an Exprefs to Admiral Coates, who was barely equal to the 
Force under Monf. Du Bompar. 

HisPANiOLA, one of the firft Difcoveries of Columbus, Anno 
1492, lies between 18 and 20 Degrees N. Latitude, and between 
67 and 74. Lx>ngitude W. being above 400 Miles long, and 
120 broad. It is divided between the Spaniards and French; the 
Spanifli Poffeflions lying to the S. and the French to the N. W. 
50 Miles £• of Cuba, and 70 E. of Jamaica, v/hcTQ Admiral Coates 
lay with a fmall Squadron of Men of War. 

HisPANiOLA, Cuba, and St, Salvador, were the Fruits 
of the firft Voyage made by Columbus, when he narrowly efcaped 
being thrown over-board by his Seamen, combined in a general 
Mutiny againft the Admiral, who was leading them on upon a 
romantic Project (as they thought) and certain Deftrudion; but 
Fortune threw this laft Ifland in his Way, on which Account 
and in Remembrance of his Danger, he called it St. Salvador, 
which 'Name it now bears, lying among the Bahama Iflands^ 
in Latitude 24 N. and Longitude 75 Weft. 

Deseada, Dominica, Marigalante, Montseratt, 
St. KiTTs, and Port-Rico, were difcovered by Columbus, in 
his fecond Voyage 1493, and in his third Voyage, 1498^ the 
Ifi^nd of Trinidada, with Terra-Firma, on the Spanijh Main. 

Columbus, began a fourth Voyage in 1502, and failed to 
Martinico, from thence to Jamaica, and afterwards up the Gulph 
of Honduras, where he found the great Continent of Mexico: 
After all his Difcoveries and Conquefts, feeing himfelf ne- 

gleded

glebed at Court, on his return to Spain, He retired to Vdladolid, 
where he died of a broken Heart Anno 1506. 

This Great Man was perhaps the moft remarkable Inftance 
of difregarded Merit the world ever knew; whofe confummate 
Knowledge firft conceived, and whofe unprecedented Courage 
afterwards executed, Defigns and Proje^s beyond all the At- 
chievements of the moft illuftrious Conquerors amongft the 
Ancients, beyond almoft the Capacity and Valour of a Mortal;- 
launching into unknown Seas in queft of an unknown Earth, 
collecting Wealth and Riches from Kingdoms and Countries 
no where heard of; a Sovereign of his own Creation, who firft 
obtained a Sceptre, and then found out a World to fway it in- 
Variety of Fortune he endured ; at one Time loaded with Hon- 
ours, at another fent for Home in Chains; this Day High- 
Admiral of the Wejlem Seas, and Lord of all the Wejlern 
Globe, the next a Suppliant for Mercy, and pleading his Caufe 
for Life and Liberty ; infulted by his Inferiors, and difgraced 
by his King : Then iffuing forth in Splendor and in Power, 
adding Dominion to Dominion, and Continent to Continent ; 
till worn out with Age and repeated Services, he returned to 
Europe in a private Station, and died univerfally regreted and 
admired, but in the Territory of the Prince he had aggrandized, 
and the Country he had enriched.* 

Then at the laft a magnificent Monument was ereded to 
his Memory, the only Return made him by that ungrateful 
Nation, which derives its greateft Influence at this Day, from 
Acquifitions made by his penetrating Mind, and his invincible

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of fuch a Prince as Alexander, who wiihed for nothing fo 
much as a New World to Conquert. 
To return ; 

General Barrington embarks on board the Roebuck for England. 

June ,23. General Barrington having now finifhed his Tour 
round the Ifland of Guadelupe, and having fettled all AflFairs re- 
lative to the Inhabitants and the Dipofition of the Troops, em- 
barked this Afternoon on board the Roebuck, leaving Colonel 
Crumpey who had for fome Time paft aded as Brigadier- Gene- 
ral, to command the Forces in his Abfence. At the fame Time 
the Regiments of Old Buffs, Barrington s^ and Elliott's^ having 
completed the three Regiment? of Duroures Watfons^ and Armi- 
ger% which remained behind, embarked on board the Tran- 
fports to return to England. 

The Highlanders and the Drafts for Mr th- America were to 
fail at the fame Time for Kew-York, under Convoy of the Rye. 

June 25. At five in the Morning, the Roebuck made the 
Signal to unmoor. At nine to weigh. 

At ten. General Barrington was faluted by the Commodore, 
and afterwards by the Citadel 

At four, the Tranfports, in all 40, being moftly out at Sea, 
the Roebuck made Sail to the Southward, the Squadron in the 
Road hoifting their Cblours. 

June 27. Commodore Moore failed with the Squadron for 
Antigua.

July 6. The Squadron failed from Antigua for Barbadoes, to 
fetch the Convoy bound to England.

July 22. Anchored in Ba/fe-Terre Ro3,d^ St. Chriftophers. The 
Speedwell Ketch arrived from England with Difpatches to the 
Commodore. 

St. Christopher's, or as it is commonly called St. Kitt'^, 
was firft difcovered by Columbus in 1493, who gave it his Chri- 
ftian Name. It lies in Lat. 17 N. and Lon. 62 W. about twenty 
Miles long, and feven or eight broad, producing the greateft 
Quantity of Sugar next to Barbadoes of all our Iflands. The 
French poffefTed the South Side of it till the Peace of Utrecht, 
when it was given up to England^ and they quitted the I Hand. 
It is well watered, and very beautiful to the Eye. 

July 23. Captain //wgA^5 having again the Command given 
him of a Squadron, now returning to England, made a Signal 
and gave Orders to the Convoy. 

July 26. At fix, in the Morning, the Xorfolk made the Signal 
to weigh, when the Squadron for England and the Convoy got 
on their Way, leaving Commodore Moore with feveral Sail of 
Men of War behind in the Road. 

At five in the Afternoon, the Convoy being out at Sea, Capt. 
Hughes hoifted a Broad Pendant, and bore away. 
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July 27. The Fleet was off St, Eujlatia, Saba, and St. Martins^ 
and in the Afternoon paffed the Dbg and Prickly Pear. 

St. E us TAT I A, is a fmall Ifland belonging to the United 
Provinces, and lies three Leagues from St. Kitf s,W. by N. Of 
all the Caribbees it feems the bareft and leaft fertile, notwith- 
(landing the Dutch carry on a very powerful Trade in the Weft- 
Indies from it, and it has been for fome Years the Market of 
Europe: Being poor and naked in itfelf, and in all Appear- 
ance like a ragged Rock, it thrives by borrowed Commodities 
and a clandeftine Traffic with the Powers at War; tranfport- 
ing the Produce of one Enemy to another, under the Pretence 
of neutral Bottoms. The Town is badly built, and the Houfes 
very indiflFerent; it Hands lofty, and has one Hill in particular 
of a very great Height, which is called Tumbledown Dick, and 
ferves as a Land Mark at a Diftance. 

When the Rippon was cruizing off the Harbour, there was a 
Dutch Man of War, feveral /Vmc A Privateers, and a great Quan- 
tity of other Shipping lying there: It is an Ifland of Smugglers, 
and the common Receptacle of all the Thieves in Europe. 

There are feveral Forts in St. Euftatia, and a Governor con- 
flantly refiding there; the prefent one is Mynheer De Wyndt^ 
who is fliled Governor of St. Eujlatia^ Saba, and St. Martins, 
though the lafl belongs to the French. 

Augujl I. This Day the Squadron croffed the Tropic. 

Augujl 24. Arrived in the Latitude of the Bermudas; heavy 
Squalls and violent Claps of Thunder, with Rain. 

Augujl 25. Foul and tempefluous Weather, with great Flaflies 
of Lightning. Capt. Deacon dies, of the Kinsfijher Bomb. 

Bermuda, or the Summer Iflands, called fo from Sir 
George Summer, who lofl his Ship on the Rocks, Anno 1639, in a 

violent 
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violent Gale of Wind, lie in the Atlantic Ocean, in Latitude 32. 
20. N. and Longitude 65 W. about 220 Leagues from Charles- 
Tcfwn in Sovth-Carolina, to the E. and are faid to contain near 
20,000 Acres furrounded with Rocks. The Land lies low, and 
the Iflands appear in a Clufter; from the dreadful Tempefts 
that break around, Bermuda was formerly called the DeviH- 
J/land, and the People in Korth- America, who deal in Horfes to 
the WeJi'Indies, at this Day never think their Paffage fecure, till 
they have crofled thefe Latitudes ; from which, and the Number 
of Horfes they annually are obliged to throw overboard, they 
are commonly ftiled the Horje-Latitudes. 

This Ifland may be faid with fome Propriety to be guarded 
by the Winds, and defended by Thunder and Lightning, the 
Artillery of the Heavens. 

The Air is healthy, and the Climate temperate, and though 
perpetual Tempefts and Hurricanes rage on the Coafts, yet the 
Inland Country enjoys a perfed Serenity, being entirely free 
from any Storms whatever. 

The chief Town is that of St. George, containing near 1000 
Houfes to the N. W, Provifions are cheap and plentiful, and 
it abounds in FiOi and Fruits of all Kinds: The Houfes and 
Sloops are moftly built with Cedar, of which there ftill re- 
main many l^eautiful Groves. By all Accounts, Bermuda is a 
moft agreeable Ifland, excepting one Circumftance, that to 
make a Vifit there a Man muft travel in a Whirlwind.

Sept. ^7. The Rippoh arrived at Plymouth, as did the 5rj/2(?/ the 
Day before, and was foon after joined by the Burford and Win- 

chefier.

October ^. Arrived C apt. Hughes in the' Norfolk, with the tie-* 
mainder of the Convoy dit Spithead, and above two hundred Sail 
of Merchantmen. . . : 

Thus. ended an Expedition of great Importance to the Public, 
and in^vhich the Englifh Arms acquired a Reputation even from 
the Enemy: The Intrepidity of the Officers who commanded, 
and the Refolution of the Men who obeyed, were very uncom- 
mon and remarkable, and fuch only as a' true Senfe of Honour, 
and a ttue Zeal for their Sovereign, and their Country could 
infpire; expofed to Dangers they had never known, to Dif- 
orders they had never felt, to a Climate iriore fatal than the 
Enemy, and to a Method of fighting they had never feen : Har- 
raffed with perjpetual Alarms, and fatigued with conftant Duty, 
they ftill advanced, alert in all Hours of Caution, invincible in 
all Hours of Attack; frequently they fuffered from concealed 
Fires out of the Woods, from lurking Parties of armed Negroes 
that could not be difcovered, and where the Officer who com- 
manded was in the Situation of Virgil's Rutulian Captain,

On fuch Occafions they preferved their Ranks inflexibly, or 
ruflied with Bayonets fixed among the Trees and Bufhes till 
they had fcoured them thoroughly. Fortune iat laft declared 
in their Favour, and Conqueft became the Recompence of Vir- 
tue; when under the Diredion of an a6live and enterprizing 
Commander in Chief, whofe Orders were executed with the 
fame Alacrity they were given, the Britijh Troops fucceeded in 
reducing to his Majefty's Obedience an Ifland, perhaps of as 
great Confequence to the Crown of England, as any other in 
Subje6lion to it in Ameriea; of infinite Prejudice to the Trade 
and Commerce of the Freneh, our natural and inveterate Foe ; 
and of as much Security to our own Colonies and Plantations 
near it. 

It is faid they have been fo happy as to appear favourably in 
the Eyes of our moft gracious Sovereign, in whofe Caufe 
the Brave bleed freely, and whofe Royal Approbation is the 
moft Glorious Reward a Soldier can acquire.

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Alors les Francois envoyerent un detachement de la citadelle 
s'oppofer au debarquementdes troupes Angloifes, que lafituation 
leur fit croire fe devoir faire dans cette baye, etant trompes par 
rapparition des centinels des troupes de marine qui fe mont- 
roient furle parapet du Fort-J^egrOy qu'ils prirent pour une par- 
tie de Tarmee deja debarquee, et craignant d'etre mis entre 
deux feus, ils fe ritirerent fur le champ au Port- Royal, laiflant le 
rivage fans defence, et par ce moyen la donnerent Toccafion a 
toutes les brigades de debarquer fans empechement. 

Le Capitaine Lejlie ayant fait fignal du Brijiol pour les 
troupes de marine et lesmatelots d^lls\tFort-Megro de retourner 
fur leurs bords, on retira les centinels, et baiffa les pavilions ; 
et apres avoir jette les affuts brifes les canons du haut du rocher, 
ils fe rembarquerent chacun a fon bord, fans que lennemi fe 
mit en devoir de les en empecher. 

Comme Tefcadre fe trouvoit alors a I'ailcre entre le Fort-Negro, 
et mjle des Ramiers, et a trois miles de la ville et citadelle du Port-

heures et demie, le chef d efcadre envoya un lieutenant a bord 
de ces vaiffeaux, avec ordre de lever Tancre fur le champ ; fe 
mit a bord le Cambridge et fe laiffa couler en arriere.

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Les Troupes fe debar quent* 

A* 4 heures. On fit fignal de debarquer'^les troupes, qui en 
confequence du fignal qu'on leur avoit fait a 2 heures de fe 
preparer a debarquer, s'etoient deja affemblees flans les bat- 
teaux plats le long des vaiffeaux de tranfport ou les comman- 
deurs des brigades aux quelles ils appartenoient fe trouvoient.

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St. Pierre eft une place de grand trafic, et quoiqu on f etoit 
attendu a Tarmement anglois il y'avoit deja long tems dans ces 
lieux, et qu'il eut ete deja 4 jours au Port-Royal, nous fumes fort 
furpris de trouver a notre arrive plus de 40 voiles de Vaiffeaux 
marchands dans la baye. La citadelle fait la principale force 
de la place, qui en eft batie au bout feptentrional, qui eft regu- 
lierement fortifiee et bien defendue, mais elle fe trouva fort ac-

On fe feroitnatu- 
rellement imagine a cette occafion qu'ondut rappeller le /?2/?/?on 
au meme tems que la Panther ett les autres galiottes a bombes, et 
ce qui etoit encore plus naturel qubn ne dut envoyer du tout 
pour le couvrir, qubn n'eut auparavant determine s'il falloit 
debarquer ou non; mais ceci aufli^bien que plufieures autres 
circonftances, comme celle d'avoir laiffe tant de vaiffeaux mar- 
chands Francois^ plus de 40 voiles, fans les inquieter dans la baye, 
voila de particularites entre plufieures autres, dont les officiers 
' en general h'eurent jamais intelligence parfaite^ 

Le chef d'efcadre n 'eut point rifque en aucune maniere de 
rendre fes gtos vaiffeaux inhabilesaux autres fervices en^detrui- 
fant ou en coupant les cables aux vaiffeaux marchands, Raifon 
qu'il allegua de n'avoir pas attaque la ville de St, Pierre; mais 
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pour ce qui regarde la ville meme elle auroit peutetre ete 
brulee par les bombes (de la meme facon qu'ils mirent feu en- 
fuite a BajfC'Terre a la Guadelupe,) fans hazarder un feul vaif- 
feau de Tefcadre, ce que les engpnieurs a bord des galiottes a 
bombes ne firent aucune difiiculte de declarer; fi on eut raifon 
ou nonde detruire la ville avec les effets precieux qui sy trou- 
voient, ou fi les troupes dont on s'eft fervi pour Texpedition 
prefente contre Jia Martinique n'auront point a foufFrir de cette 
omifliOn^ voila une autre queftion et dont il ne m appartient 
pas de decider. 

Le 20 Janvier a 8 heures du matin, le chef d efcadre fit voile 
vers le nord, en confequence d'une refolution prife dans le 
confeil de guerre de faire une defcente dans I'ifle de la Guade- 
lupe, et d attaquer la ville et la citadelle de la Bajfe-Terre qui 
^n eft la capitale. 

A la hauteur de rifle de la Dominique. 

A* midi le bout feptentrional de la Martinique fe trouvoit au 
Sud-Eft a 5 lieuesde diftance, et le bout meridional de la Domi- 
nique au Nord-Eft a une demie lieue de diftance. 

UAniazone nous joignit ce jour la avec deux vaiffeaux de 
tranfport de VAntigue, ayarit a bord deux cens hommes du re- 
giment du colonel Rofs, de meme que la chaloupe UEfpion. 

La Dominique^ ainfi appellee par Colombe, pour avoir ete de- 
couverte fur le jour du dimanche, eft fituee a 15 degres de la- 
titude feptentrionale, et a 60 degres de longitude occidentale,. 
a environs 10 lieues de la Martinique au Nord-Oueft. Cette ifle 
eft tres pleine de bois et de montagnes, bien arofee mais peu 
cultivee, les habitans font pour la plupart Francois, et.par le 
traite d'Aix la Chapelle en 1748, on la declara neutre aulfi bien 
que celle de Ste. Lucie de 5t. Vincent et de Tobago. Elle a plu- 
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fieures bayes, dont celle du Prince Rupert,"^ eft la principale. 
EUe eft fpacieufe et profonde, capable de contenir une tres 
grande flotte, et elle eft a Tabri du vent par le moyen de tres 
grandes montagnes. Pres du rivage Teau a 7 braffes de pro- 
fondeur; et plus loin de 7 a 20, 40, 50 et 100 braffes. A' la 
premiere arrivee de I'efcadre dans cette,baye, les habitans ap- 
prehendoient que nous ne fiffions quelques a6les d'Hoftilite ; 
mais le chef d efcadre diffipa leur crainte en fignant une neu- 
tralite, et peu apres pn lui porta des provifions a la flotte, ayant 
auparavant retire tout le betail dans Tenterieur du pais, 

he 21 Janvier. A' midi la baye du Prince Rupert fe troiJva 
au Nord Eft a 5 ou 6 lieues de diftance. 

Dans cette baye, dont nous eumes apres une connoiffance 
plus eiuiere, mourut (comme j'ai entendu dire) le Lord Cathcart, 
commandeur des troupes de terre dans lexpedition aux Indes 
Occidentales fous TAmiral Vernon.

Le 27 Janvier k 8 heures du matin, le bout feptrentrional de 

la Ste. Dominique fe trouva a I'Eft a la diftance de 5 lieues; la 

diftance de la Dominique a la Guadelupe eft d'environ 9 lieues 

au Nord-Oueft. 

, A' II, on fit lesfignaux kldi Panther e^Rippon et plufieurs autres 

vaiffeaux de ligne. 

A' midi le bout meridional de la Guadelupe fe trouva au 

Nord-Eft a 5 ou 6 miles de diftance. 

La Guadelupe, la plus grande de toutes le Caribees, eft fituec 

a 16 degres de latitude feptentrionale, et a 61 degres longitude 

* Du Prince Ruptrt Amiral de la flotte Anglois au reigne dc Giarles fccond, ct frcrc de 

rElcacurPj/o/mdu Rhin. 
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occidentale, a la diftance de 30 lieues de la Martinique. Elle fut 
decouverte par Colombe, et appellee par les Efpagnols Alto Guar- 
dalupOy a caufe de la grande hauteur de fes rochers et de fes 
montagnes. Elle a environ 15 lieues de longeur fur 12 lieues de 
largeur, feparee, en deux parties par un petit brasau detroit de 
mer, par ou nul vaifleau nofe paffer: Les habitans paflent 
dune partie a Tautre en bac, le pais a Ibueft s*appelle la Baffe- 
Terre, ou fe trouvent la capitale, la citadelle et la force princi- 
pale de Tifle ; La partie orientale s'appelle Grande-Terte. Le 
produit de Tifle eft le meme que celui des Caribees; confiftant 
en Sucre, Indigo et Cotton ; ire. on Tattaqua du tems de la Reine 
Anne^ fous TAmiral Bembow et le General Codrington, mais fans 
fucces. On debarqua les troupes, mais fe trouvant diminuees 
paries maladies,]et que les montagnes etoient trop difficiles d'ac- 
ces, elles rembarquerent fans rien effeduer de confequence. 
Elle eft abondante en eau, qui en_ quelques endroits eft tres 
bonne,end'autresetfouvanta tres peu diftance, celleeftminerale, 
qui caufa un cours de ventre a ceux qui en beuvoient, jufqu' 
a ce qu'on endecouvrit Teffet: La citadelle, place tres fpacieufe 
mais irreguliere, eft fituee du cotemeridional de la ville, d une 
tres grande hauteur, ayant 47 pieces de canon.

guerres plus gros qu'un vaiffeau de tranfport. 

A' 6 heures du foir, le Capitaine Jekyll revint du bord du 
Cambridge, vaiffeau du chef d'efcadre, ou on fe determina a faire 
une attaque generale contrela Capitale de IdLBaffe-Terre^ la Cita- 
delle et les batteries, qui en fefoit la defence. 

Les vaiffeaux* du Roi doivent faire Tattaque demain matin 
dans Tordre fuivante des qu'on leur donnera fignal.

A' 8 Le Lion., St. George, Norfolk, Cambridge, Panther e, Burford, 
Bervidu Rippon, prirent le large et furent emportes le long de la 
cote de la Guadalupe. 

Attaque generate de V efcadre a la Baffe-Terre a la Guadalupe. 

A' 9 heures, le Lion commenca lattaque de la premiere bat- 
terie de g pieces de canon, et fut racle par une petite bat- 
terie de 2 pieces de canon, qui fe trouvoit aufud fous fapoupe; 
et par la citadelle avec toute Tartillerie qu'ils purent pointer. 

Les autres vaiffeaux s'avancoient toujours en ordre de bat- 
taille vers les divers forts qu'ils eurent a attaquer, pendant que 
la citadelle (ou le Fort-Royal) droit fur euxa mefure qu'ils avan- 
coient.

A' II heures. II coupa la caple et la haufiere, et continua 
Tengagement; la batterie de 7 pieces de canon le prenant fur 
Tavant du ftribord. 

A' midi, tous les vaiffeaux de ligne, [zuBurford et Bervick pres) 
fe trouverent chaudement engages, et tous le forts dans la ville et 
aux environs tirerent vivement ; ce qui continua durant3 heures 
avec atfez de chaleur des deux cotes. 

La garnifon du Fort-Royal fouffrit beaucoup du canon de la 
Pantherey le Capitaine Shuldham, qui pendant qu'il attaqoit la bat- 
terie de 12 pieces de Canon, tirat tout le canon qu'il pouvoit fur 
les murailles etles ouvrages de la citadelle, jufqu'a ce qu apres 
uhe refiftance opiniatre de quelque heures, Tennemi fut entie- 
rement chafle de toutes les batteries vers le fud de la ville, et 
abandonna fon canon.

II avoit a6luellement impofe filcnce 
au canon du Mome; mais Tennemi ayant rcmarque que le 
vaiffeau etoit a terre, s'affembla en grand nombre fur le pen- 
chant dela coUine, et borda les retrenchemens, d'ou il fit jouer 
vivement la moufqueterie, et le racla depoupe en proue, tuant 
et bleffant plufieures perfonnes de Tequipage. 

A' 3 les milices approcherent un canon, de 18 livres de 
bale le firent jouer en guife de batterie en barbe pendant deux

Les Galiottes a bombes continuerent toute la nuit a tirer 
fur la ville et la citadelle. 

A' 9 heures du foir, le Rippon, qui refla toujours a terre, fit 
paffer fon canon du babord au cote du fbribord, laifia entrer 30

tonneaux d'eau dans le fond de cale d'avant pour le foulager 
par devant, et employa toutes les chaloupes a le remorquer; 
alors ayant fait fortir des haufieres, tout le monde traivailla au 
cabeftan, mais les ancres retournerent et il ne bougea point 
avant minuit; quand contre I'attente de tout Tequipage, il se- 
lanca fubitement et fe trouva a flot, au grand contentement des 
officiers et de Tequipage, quin'etoientpas fans crainte que I'en- 
nemi ne le brulat pendant la nuit ou que la mer et les flots ne 
la brifat avant le matin. 

A minuit onjetta Vancre en treize brajfes dean. • 

En examinant le rapport du canonier, le vaiffeau avoit tire 
plus de 1300 gros boulets de canon» et les troupes de marine 
2000 cartouches. Le mat d'avant fut perce de part en part I'an- 
tenne de la mizaine prefque emporte, les antennes et les agres 
fort endomages. 

Le Chef d'efcadre Af(?(?r^ dans fa relation dit, *' Que le Rippon 
'' ne fe trouva pas.plusexpofeque les autres vaiffeaux, et qu'on 
'* ne vit aucun fignal d'incommodite a bord du Woolwich.'' 

Par rapport a la premiere aflertion, le Rippon eut deux bat- 
teries en tete, pendant que la plupart des autres n'en eurent 
qu'une, fe trouva a terre, embrafe, et attaque de la moufque- 
terie du rivage, ce qui n'arriva a pas un autre vaiffeau de Te- 
fcadre, et il n'y eut point de vaiffeau de toute I'efcadre qui eut 
un feul homme de tue par la moufqueterie hormis le Rippon. 

Et pour cc qui regardela derniere, fi onfefoitappercuou non 
du fignal d'incommodite d'aiiffi loin que du Woolwich, c'eft une 
chofeque je noferois pasaffurer; Lechef d'efcadre fit a peu pres 
lameme replique apres I'aAiondu Rippon a St. Pierre, '' quil ne 
'' put pas, fappercevoir de fon bord qu on eut jette de bombes 
'' contre ce vaiffeau. 24 Jan- 
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24 Janvier. A' 2 heures d apres midi, le chef d'efcadre^ qui 
avoit travaille tout le matin a s'avancer plus avant dans la baye, 
jetta Tancre avec fon efcadre dans la rade de la Baffi-Terre, 
ayant toujours le grand pavilion deploye a bord le Woolwich: 
la ville continua a bruler pendant tout ce jour la. 

On trouva dans la rade les corps de plufieures vaiffeaux mar- 
chands^ a qui I'ennemi mit le feu a notre approche, plufieurs 
autres quitterent la rade, a fin de fe fauver, qui furent inter- 
ceptes et pris par le Ludlow-Cq/ile, et par les autres vaiffeaux de 
guerre. 

A' 3 heures, le chef d'efcadre fit fignal de fe debarquer. 

Les Troupes fe mettent a terre. 

A' 5 heures. La premiere Brigade fe debarque, ce que fit la 
feconde et la troifieme immediatement apres au nord de la ville. 

A' leur defcente elles trouverent que I'ennemi avoit aban- 
donne la ville et la Citadelle, qui he tira pas un feul coup de 
canon durant tout le jour ; deux compagnies du regiment du 
Colonel Elliott prirent poffeffion de la derniere, et on y arbora 
le pavilion Anglois k 6 heures. 

II eft a remarquer que durant Tattaque generale contre la 
place, les Francois ne deployerent point de pavilion fur la ci- 
tadelle ou le baton refta toujours. 

Un Genois au fervice de la France vint trouver nos gens, 
et leur fit fcavoir que les ennemis n'eurent plus de cinque com- 
pagnies de troupes regulieres (de marine) dans Tifle, confiftant 
de 20 hommes par compagnie: il les informa aufli quon avoit 
une trainee de poudre pour faire fauter en lair le magafin, a 
poudre dans la citadelle, et qu on y avoit laiffe une Negre pour 
y mettre le feu, a qui on fit croire qu il pourroit bien s'echap- 
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per par une herfe; on coupa la trainee fur le champ, et on s'em- 
para du magafin. L'ennemi avoit clone tout le canon avant 
que d'abandonner la place, et arrache plufieurs tourillons, 
mais le clous etant faits de vieu fer pour la plupart et non 
pas d acier de bonne trempe, nos gens d'artillerie vinrent en- 
fuite a bout de les percer. 

Une Partie des troupes fe coucherent fous les armes toute la 
nuit fur la coUine qui eft au deffus de la ville ; dont une partie 
(les vieux Bvffs) fe rendirent maitres d'une pofte avantageufe 
fur une coUine a environ une mile de diftance a I'Eft, et une 
autre partie entrerent dans la ville et borderent les rues^ .qui 
continua a bruler toujours, et brula meme toute la nuit. 

Ge jour arriva le Buckingham, Capitaine Tyrrel, qui un peu 
auparavant avoit engage le Floriffant de 74 pieces de canon, ap- 
puye de deux frigates, ou il acquit beaucoup d'honneur* Ar- 
riva auffi le Rye, avec un vaiffeau d'hopital qui s'etoit ecarte, 
de la Barbadey ayant a bord le Medicin Monf. Brooke^ et les Chi* 
rurgiens de Tarmee, qu on apprehendoit beaucoup d avoir peri, 
n ayant pas paru depuis que Tefcadre eut quite la Manche. 

2^ Janvier. Au. point du jour Tennemi, qui s'etoit retire 
avec les Negrcs armes vers les hauteurs, parut au nombre d'en- 
viron 2000 ayant des retranchemens pres d'une maifon, ou le 
gouverneur le Chevalier y Xadau Dutriel, avoit fixe le quartier ge- 
neral, a environs 4 miles de diftance de la ville vers le fud-eft et 
lequel avec le Dos d'Ane, il menaca de defendre a Textreroitc 
contre toute oppofition. 

Defcription du Dos d'Ane^ 

Le Dos d'Ane, eft fitue a 6 miles de diftanqe de la Bajfe-Terre, 
vers le fud eft et n'eft autre chofe quun paffage creux, ou fente, 
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au travers des montagnes, par ou s'ouvrit une communi- 
cation dans la Capejlerre, partie plus unie eta la verite tres belle 
de rifle. Les Francois Tappellent le Dos (fAne, a caufe que de 
loin il ne reflemble pas mal au dos d'un ane, mais je fuis plus 
porte a croire que c'eft un vieux terme qui defligne .quelque 
fente de montagne que ce puiffe etre*. Le montant en eft tres 
efcarpe ; la route du camp interrompu par des rochers rabbo- 
teux et creufe par un grand nombre de ravines, tres difiiciles a 
paflcr, ce qui rendoit cette pofte tres hazardeufe a etre forcee ; 
ce qui fit que Tennemi la regarde comme fa plus grande furete, 
en I'appellant par manniere de bravade le neplus ultra de I'ar- 
mee Angloife; et en effet on le trouva tel de ce cote, car quoique 
quelques officiers fe trouvoient d avis qu'on eut pu I'attaquer 
avec fucces, le matin d'apres la defcente, ou immediatement 
a la defcente, pendant que la terreur de I'ennemi etoit au plus 
fort, et que la confternation que les bombes et lembrafement 
de la ville leur avoipnt caufe duroit encore, et qu'il fe trou- 
voient difperfes; cependant le plus grand nombre fut d'avis 
qu'il n'etoit guerres pratiquable meme dans la fuite, quand les 
troupes avoient continue quelques jours fans fortir de leur 
camp ; quand les habitans s'etoient remis de leur crainte, et 
eurent deja commence a fe raflembler, et a fe fortifier fur les 
hauteurs, metant leurs negres en defenfe, et en etat de difputer 
le terrein a chaque ravine ou Tennemi eut a parroitre.

La Chaloupe EJpionne fit voile en Angleterre, avec 
avis de la mort du General Hop/on. 

Le 7 Mars. La flotte fit voile au Port- Louis. 

Les 
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Les vents Tropiques et le courrant de fous vent empecha 
refcadreet les vaiffeaux de tranfport de fe tourner vers l^ Grande- 
Terre, jufqu'a Tonze lorfque la flotte jetta Tancre a la rade du 
Fort Louisy dont les troupes de marine etoient toujours en pof- 
feflion ; cependant a caufe de la difette de yivres, €t d'eau, et 
de n'avoir pas ete pourvus de tentes comme le refte de Tarmee, 
elles fe trouvetent attaques de maladies, et le Gapitaine Hood 
et le Gapitaine Mrth appertenans au J^forfolk et au Bervick 
moururent. II n y eut que vingt cinq des vaiffeaux de tranfport 
qvii parent doubler Les Saints les autres furentreppouffes fous vent, 
. Monf. Moore dans fa juftification dit, ** Que s'il eut fait 
'' voile au Port-Royal il auroit trouve I'efcadre ennemie tel- 
*' lement rangee qu'il ne Tauroit pu attaquer k moins que 
*' Monf. du Bompart n'eut ete dijpofe a hafarder une adion;'' 
quand meme cela feroit vrai c'etoit toujours domage qu'on ne 
fit point de tentative pour fonder du moins fes difpofitions: 
I'apparence de I'efcadre Angloife et I'efperance flateufe de la 
vi6loire auroient peut-etre tellement echauffe ce vieux guerrier 
qu'il auroit rifque une a^lion, dont les confequences de part et 
d'autre auroient ete fi honnorables et devroient combler le 
vainqueur d'une gloire immortelle, on eut pu I'attirer k un 
engagement, fi Ton ne I'y eut pu forcer, ou il auroit pu sy 
trouver engage par quelque ftratageme ou furprife de nuit, et 
quand cela eut manque, et qu il fe fut retire dans la baye a la 
vuc de I'efcadre Angloife, 9a n'auroit pas failli d'infpirer beau- 
coup de courage et de fermete aux matelots Anglois, a mefure 
qu'il auroit abattu les efprits de I'ennemi (avantage tres hn- 
portant en tout tems) en voyant feur Amiral fi vante, dont ils 
nous avoient tant menace avant fon arrivee, maintenant venu

Le 14 Mars De ce tems la jufqu'au 17 le General Barrington 
fe trouva employe a diriger des ouvrages a faire pour la feurete 
de foncamp, .n'ayant point d'autre fecours de I'efcadre que 
le Roebuck vaiffeau de 40 pieces de canon qu'on avoit laiffe pour 
proteger les vaiffeaux de tranfport. 

Le Chef d'efcadre Moore recut avis certain de larrivee de 
Monf. Du Bompar, Lieutenant General et Chef d'efcadre, (au- 
trefois Gouvemeur de la Martinique) avec une efcadre de vaiffeaux 
de guerre, de 8 vaiffeaux de ligne et le 3 Fregates qui etoient 
venus de la vieille France^ ayant une bataillon de Suiffes et 
d'autres troupes a bord, qu'on avoit deflinees au fecours de la 
Martinique, en cas qu'il la trouvat inveftie par les Anglois; et 
qu'il fe tenoit a I'ancre entre I'i/le des Ramiers et le Fort-Negroe 
dans la grande baye du Port-Royal^ et tout pret a en fortir. 

Gomme ileut ete tres pratiquable a Monf. Du Bompar de jetter 
du fecours dans la Grande-Terre, en cas qu'il I'eut tente, et qu'en 
meme tems Monf. Moore eut ete, incapable de fe mett/e en mer 
pour sy oppofer dans la fitultion ou fe trouvoit I'efcadre An- 
gloife, on prit la refolution de rapeller les vaiffeaux qui croi- 
foient, et de mettre a la voile et prendre la route de la baye du 
Prince Rupert a la Dominique, ouilpourroit etre imforme de bonne 
heure de tous les mouvemens de I'ennemi, et fe pourroit tenir 
pret a le fuivre felon I'occafion, comme il fe trouveroit deffus le 
vent de la Guadalupe, et feulement a 9 lieues de diflance. 

Monf. Du Bompar arrive, et Monf. Moore fait voile vers la 
baye du Prince Rupert a la Dominique. 

Le 18 Mars. En effet I'efcadre fit voile ce matin vers la baye du 
Prince jRi^^r^etcememejouryvint a ancrer, fuivie duSt. George 
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ctdu Buckingham, de larade dc la, Ba/fe-Terre, et diiRippon et du 
Bri/lol de leur croifee, que fe joignirent le ai. 

Les armateurs ennemis profiterent de ce mouvement et 
durant * tout le tems que I'efcadre Angloife et Fmncoife s'entre- 
guetoient dans les deux bayes, ils fortoient et rodoient par 
toute la cote, et prirent plus de 80 ou 90 voiles de vaifTeaux 
marchands qu'ils amenerent a la Martinique. 

Ces captures frequentes donnerent lieu a des plaintes ameres " 
de la part des planteurs de nos ifles Britanniques, car ils dirent 
qu'il etoit egalement pratiquable a Tefcadre Angloife de jetter 
Tancre dans le Port-Royal, que dans la baye du Prince Rupert^ ce 
qui auroit repondu a deux fins ; les vailTeaux de guerre Francois 
n'auroient pu fortir, et les captures des "armateurs n'auroient 
pu entrer; ainfi ces dernieres auroient immanquablement tombe 
entre nos mains, et auroient etereprifes, comme il n'y eut point 
alors de port qui leur fut ouvert, hormis celui de St. Pierre 
et de Granade^ dont Tun ou Tautre auroit pu etre bloque a toute 
' heure par une feule Fregate, 

Se les Anglois euffent paru a la hauteur de la baye du Port- 
Royal, Monf. Du Bompar, fe ^eroit trouve reduit a Talternative, 
ou de fe battre a force inegale, ou de fe retirer derriere la ci- 
tadelle dans le carenagepour Teviter ; enlaiffant a Monf. Moore 
affez d'efpace a jetter I'ancre entre le Fort-Negro ct fifle des Ra- 
miers, ou il s'etoit deja tenu. 

Le 21 Mars. Get apres inidi, la Renommee fit voile a la jfa- 
maique avec le Colonel Haldane, Gouverneur de cette ifle, qui 
agit en Brigadier General dans lexpedition. 



* Plixs de II femaines, du Vendredi 16' Mars au Dimanche 3 Juin. 
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L'efcadre fe trouvant attaquee. des maladies, fut alors ren- 
foTceeparle General Barringtm dun detachement des troupes, 
en confequence de quoi on mit un fergent et 20 hommes a 
bord dxx.Rippon, et les autrcs vaiflJeauXien eurent a proportion. 
» Le 23 Mars. Pendant que le General fefoit les difpofitions 
neceflaires pour debarquer a la Grande-Terre, les Francois qui 
fe trouvoient a la redoute et au Dos (TAne tomberent fur le 
Colonel Dejbrifaydsins la citadelje; etfe trouvant pourvus d'un

L€ Coloml Defbrifay Jaute^ en Vair dans la ciladeUe ; U Colonel 

Crump debarque et attaque Ste. Marie. 

Lorfqu'on rapella le St. George et le Buckingham pour re- 
joindre Tefcadre fur I'arrivee de laflotte Francoise a \dL Martinique, 
rennemi fe trouvoit enhardi de s approcher de la citadelle, ce 
qui cauia des decharges plus frequentes de Tartillerie ; et peu 
de tems apres nous eumes le malheur d'apprendre, qu'un ca- 
non ayant tire trop pres d un magafin a poudre qui fe trouvoit 
place dans une guerite de pierre, a Tangle flanquee du baflion 
du fud-eft, le retour de la bourre le fit fauter en lair, et le Gou- 
verneur avec, qui fe tenoit pres de la guerite pour reconnoitre 
Tennemi avec une lunette, le Major Trollop, un lieutenant, deux 
bombardiers et pluifieurs hommes fur la platforme. On ra- 
mafla le Colonel Dejbrifay et le Major Trollop roids morts, ayant 
ete jettes bien loin dans le corps du fort ; mais quelques uns 
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des hommes, quoique fort brules-^ fe guerrirent; le Lieutenant 
Read vecut quelques jours. Un capitaine an autre Lieutenant

du moins la plupart lui ayant plant' leurs bayonettes en diffe- 

rentes parties du corps : de 15 blefiures qu*il recut on en jugea 

qu'il y en eut 8 de mortelles : fe trouvant apres ^ table avec 

le Marecbal Conee de Sxxxe^ qui tout ennemi qu'ii* etoit, a fait 

voiT plufieurs exemples de politeffc pendant le cours de ia der^ 

niere guerre, il fe trouva fortement foUicite de ce General de lui 

dire ** qui etoit Tofficier qui en ufa avec iui d un facon fi pea 

'' digne d'un foldat en menacant de le degrader a la t6te de fon 

** regiment;'* mais Defbrifay quoiqu'il connoiffoit bien foil 

nom, le rang qu'il tenoit, et le corps ou il fervoit, le refufa tres 

genereufement ; fe contentant a faire fcavoir k fon excellence 

qu-il le connoiffoit bien mais demanda qu'oa I'excuiat de k 

nommer.

Comme il fc tenoit toujours alert, auffi etoit il indefatigable^ 
eut une connoiffance parfaite de fon. metier^ et fy adonnoit 
avec grande application ilctoit vif, ilreut line heurcufe pre- 
fence d^efprit, qui previtlcfitdifficuhjis et lemoyen d'y remcdi«r 
d un feul ct rtieme. coup d'oril ; calme dans TaAion et brave 
fans oftentation; ne fe prefumant jamais de la fuperiorite de 
fon genie, mais fe defiant tpujours de fes lumiepea; il.pe-nfoit 
et lifoit beaucoup et etoit tonjours a Eora^er quelque nouveau 
defifein qui put troubler et incommoder Tennemi: le fervice 
du public etoit ie mobile qui le fit agir et qui donna le mouve- 
ment a tous Ics refforts de fa perfonne.

Jvril I. Arriva VEmeraude, Capitaine Comvmll, d'Angleterre 
avec des depeches pour le chef d*efcadre et pour le <ieneral. 

Le meme jour un detachement de 300 hommes fous le com- 
mandement du Capitaine Bbmer, fit une fortie de la Garnifon 
du FcrtnRoyal, attaqua, et fans beaucoup de dificulte forca les 
retrenchemens des ennemis, et perca dans un ouvrage, qui fe 
trouva etre une batterie dun canon de dix huit livres de bale, 
et d'un- autre de douze, qui etoit prefquc achevee. Le Capi- 
taine Blotner cloua les canons, et fe retourna vers la Garnifon, 
avec perte de fix hommes feulement de blefies et de fix hommes 
de tues. 

UAntigue Brigantin, Capitaine Varby coula a fond deux tar- 
tancs Francoifes, chargees d*armes pour la Guadelupe, et en ame- 
na une troifieme au port. 

Le Colonel Crumpe du regiment de Duroure debarqua a la 
Grande^Terre avec un detachement de 600 hommes, entre les 
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bourgs de Ste. Anne et de St. Franvois, les attaqua, et y detruifit 
les batteries etle canon. 

Ce qui s'cnfuivit fur cettc defcente, fe trouva ainfi raconte 
par le General lui meme, dans fa lettre au Secretaire d*etat. 

*' Comme je me fuis imagine en envoyant le Colonel Crumpe 
'' pour attaquer les bourgs de Ste. Anne et de St. Francois^ que 
*' les eniiemis fe trouveroient obliges de detacher unepartie de 
'' leurs troupes de la pofle du Gqfier^ j*ordonnai,deux jour&apr^ 
'' fon depart, aux 300 hommes.qui me reftoient de^fe mettre 
** a borddesvaifleauxde tranfport, et de fe tenir vis a visde ce 
*' boiirg; et le matin du 29 je fus reconnoitre la batterie et les 
*' retrenchemens, etm'etant appercuqueles ennemis ne parroi- 
** IToient plus fi nombreux qu'ils etoient pour quelque terns, je fis 
*' les difpofitions de les forcer par deux attaques differentes. Ce 
♦V qui s'executale lendemain matin au lever du foleil, avec beau- 
'' coup'de vivacite et de refolution de la part de nos troupes^

Pendant ce terns le General Barrington forma le deffein de 
furprendre les villcsdu Petit Bourg, Ste. Marie et Gouyave du cote

*' je formai, fur Tavis que m avoient donne quelques Negres, qui 
'' promirentde conduire les troupes fur des bateaux plats pen- 
*' dant la nuit, le deffein de furprendre le Petit Bourg, Guoyave, 
'* et Ste. Marie en meme tems. La furprife de la premiere 
*' place fe devoit executer par le Brigadier Cmmpe, qui, d'abord

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L' Hijpaniole, une des premieres dccouvertes de Colombe, Tan 
1492, eft fituee a 18 et20 degresde Latitude Septentrionale, et 
entre 67 et 74 de Longitude Occidentale, ayant plus de 400 
miles de longeur fur 120 de largeur. EUe eft partagee entre les 
EJpagnols et les Francois; les etablifmens des Efpagnols fe trou- 
vant au Sud, etceux dts Francois auouNord-Oueft, a 50 miles 
a I'Eft de laCwi^, et a 70 a TEft dtldi J amaique, ou V hvaixA Coates 
fe tenoit avec une petite efcadre de vaiJDTeaux de guerre. 

h' Hifpaniole, la Cubey et le St. Salvador, fuient les acquifitions 
du premiere voyage de Colombe, dans lequel il penfa etre jette 
dans la mer par fonpropre equipage, qui s'etoit mutine contre 
TAmiral, qui les avoit embarques (a ce qu'ils penfoient) dans 
une expedition romanefque, et qui les meneroit a une perte 
affuree ; mais fon bonheur voulut qu'il rencontra cette derniere 
ifle, a caufe de quoi, et pour conferver la memoire de fon 
danger, il I'appella St. Salvador^ nom qui lui demeure encore, fe 
trouvant fitue parmi les ifles Bahames, a 24 degres de Latitude 
Septentrionale, et a 75 de Longitude Occidentals 

La Defeada, la Dominique, la Mangalante, le Mont/err att, le St. 
Chrijlophle, et le P&rto-RicOy furent decouverts par Colombey dans 
fon fecond voyage en 1497, et dans fon troifieme voyage en 1498, 
lifle de la Trinidade avec la Terre-Finne fur le continent de 
VAmerique. 

Colombe entreprit un quatrieme voyage en 1502, et fit voile 
a la Marliniqice, de ia a la Jamaique, et puis penetra au golfe 
de la Hondure^ ou il decouvrit le grand continent du Mexique; 
apres toutes fes decouvertes et conquetes, fe voyant neglige 
k la cceur, k fon retour en Efpagne, il fe retira a VaUadolid, ou il 
mourut de chagrin Ian 1506.

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Ce Grande-Homme futpeut-etre, I'exemple le plus memorable 
du merite meprife que le monde ait jamais connu ; dont la 
connoiffance confommee concut d'abord, et dont le courage 
fans exemple executa depuis, des Projets et des Deffeins au dela 
d^ tous les hauts faits des plus illuftres conquerans de TAn- 
tiquite, qui furpaffent prefque la capacite et la valeur d'un 
Mortel; s*elancant hardiment dans des mers inconnues pour 
chercher des terresquilui etoient encore aufli inconnues, amaf- 
fant des biens et des richeffes, decouvrant des pais et des 
royaumes dont on navoit jamais entendu parler, fouverain de 
fa propre creation, quife procura d'abordunfceptre, et puis un 
monde ou il le put porter.

Continent fur 
Continent ; enfin accable de vielleffe et tout ufe de fervices 
reiteres, il -s en retourna en Europe en homme prive, ou il 
mourut univerfellement regrette et admire, mais toujours dans 
les territoires d'un Roy quil avoit aggrandi et dans un pais 
qu*il avoit enrichi*. 

Enfin on lui drefla une fuperbe Maufolee, unique recon- 
noiffance de cette nation ingrate, qui doit ce fuprerae degre de

en Angleterre. 

Le 23 Juin. Le General Barrington ayant enfin acheve fon 
tour de Tifle de la Guadelupe, et ayant regie tout ce qui regar- 
doit les affaires deshabitans et la difpofition d'^s troupes, s'em- 
barqua cet apres midi fur le Roebuck^ en laiflant le commande- 
menf des troupes pendant fon abfence au colonel Crumpe^ qui 
avoit pour quelque tems rempli I'emploi de Brigadier Gene- 
ral. En meme tems les regimens des Fieux Biiffs, de Barrington, 
et 6! Elliott, apres avoir complete les trois regimens de Duroure, 
Wat/on et D'Armiger qui refterent, fe mirent a bord des vaiffeaux 
de tranfport pour fe retourner en Angleterre. 

Les Montagnards et les troupes deftinees pour VAmerique Sep- 
tentrionale devoient mettre a la voile en meme tems pour le 
Xouveau York fous le convoi du Rye. 

Le 25 Juin. A* 5 heures du matin le Roebuck ^i fignal de de- 
marer. A' 9 heures de lever Tancre. 

A* 10 heures, Le chef d'efcadre falua le General Barrington, 
puis la Citadelle. 

A* 4 heures, les vaifleaux de tranfport, au nombre de 40, fe 
trouvant pour la plupart en pleine mer, le Roebuck fit voile vers 
le nord, Tefcadre a la rade deployant en meme tems fes pa- 
vilions.

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Le 27 Juin. Le chef d'efcadre Moore mit a la voile avec Te- 
fcadre a T Antigue. 
Le 29. On vint a Tancre a la rade de St. Jean. 

Le 6 Juillet. L'efcadre mit a li voile de V Antigue pour la 
Barbade, pour efcorter le convoi en Angleterre. 

Le 13 Juillet. On vint a lancre a la rade de Carlifle. 

Le 19 Juillet' Nous partimes de la Barbade. 

Le 22 Juillet. On vint a Tancre a la rade de la Baffe-Terre 
au St. Chriftophle, Le Speedwell arriva d' Angleterre charge de de- 
peches pour le clief d'efcadre. 

Le St, Chrijiophle ou comme on Tappelle communement St- 
iCzrt's fut decouvert pour la premiere fois par Colombe en 1493, 
qui lui donna fon nom de bateme, il eft fitue a 17 degresde La- 
ritude Septentrionale, et a 62 de Longitude Occidentale, ayant 
environ 20 miles de longeur, fur 7 ou 8 de largeur, produifant 
la plus grande quantite de fucre de routes nos ifles apres la 
Barbade. Les Francois en poffederent le c6te meridional jufqu'a 
la paix 6!Utrecht, quand on le ceda aux Anglois, et ils quitterent 
rifle. II eft bien arrofe, et fait un coup d'oeil charmant. 

Le 23 Juillet. Le Capitaine Hughes ayant encore le com- 
mandement d'une efcadre, qui fe retournoit, en Angleterre y fit 
fignal, et donna fes ordres au convoi. 

Le 26 Juillet. A' 6 heures du matin, le Xorfolk fit fignal de 
lever Tancre, alors Tefcadre deftinee a V Angleterre et le convoi 
firent route laiflant le chef d efcadre Moore avec plufieurs vaif- 
feaux de guerre a la rade. 

A* 5 heures d*apres-midi, le convoi fe trouvant en pleine 
mer, le Capitaine Hughes arbora le grand pavilion, et fit route, 
la flotte fe trouvant dans I'ordre fuivant. 
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Le 27 Juillet. La flotte fe trouve a la hauteur de rifle de 
Ste. Evftache, de Saba et de St. Martin^ et apres-midi pafla le 
Chien et la Poire Epineufe. 

La Ste. Eufiache, eft une petite ifle qui appartient aux Pro- 
vinces units, et fe trouve a 3 lieues du St. &hriJlophle, a TOueft 
tirant fur le Nord. De toutes les ifles Caribees, elle paroit la 
plus fterile efla moins fertile, neantmoins les Hollandois en ont 
fait un lieu de grand trafic aux Indes Occidentales, et elle a fervi 
de marche a Y Europe: etant pauvre et toute nue de foi, et felon 
toute apparance femblable a un rocher raboteux, elle fe fou- 
tient de denrees etrangeres et d'un trafic clandeilin avec les 
Puiflances en guerre; tranfportant leproduit dun ehnemi chez 
r autre, fous pretexte de vaifleaux neutres. Le bourg eft mal 
bati, etles maifons tres mediocres ; Taffiette en eft haute, et 
elle a une coUine entre autres d'une tres grande hauteur, 
qu'on appelle TumbUdorvn-Dick^ et qui fert de loin de guide aux 
matelots. 

Lorfque le Rippon croifoit a la hauteur du port, il y avoit 
un vaiffeau de guerre Hollandois, plufieurs armateurs Francois, 
et grande quantite d autres vaifleaux qui s y tenoient: c'eft une 
ifle de Contrebandiers, et la retraite commune de tons les Vo- 
leurs de \ Europe. 

II y a plufieurs forts a la Ste. Eiiflache, et un Gouverneur 
qui y refide toujours; celui d'aujourdhuy eft Mynheer de Windt, 
qui eft qualifie de Gouverneur de la Ste. Euflache, Saba, et St. 
Martin, quoique la derniere de ces ifles appartient aux Francois. 

Le I Aout. Ce jour Tefcadre pafla le tropique. 

Le 24 Aout. Nous arrivames a la latitude des Bermudes; et 
eflui'ames de grands coups de vent et de tonnere entremelee 
de plui'es.

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Le 25 Aout. Du gros tems et venteux avec de grandes ec- 
laires. Le Capitaine Deacon meurt, a bord de YAcion Galiote a 
bombes. 

Les Bermudes, ou les ifles de Summer, ainfi nominees du Che- 
valier Summer^ qui )f perdit fon vaiffeaux furies rochers, en 1639, 
dans une grande tempete, font fituees dans la mer Atlantique, 
a 32 degres 20 M. de Latitude Septentrionale, et a 65 de Lon- 
gitude Occidentale, a la diftance de 220 lieues de Charles-Town 
dans la Caroline Atiflraley a TEft, et contiennent, a ce qu on dit, 
pres de 20,000 arpens environnes de rochers. Le terrein en 
eft bas, et les ifles font en AttoUon ; a caufe de tempetes hor- 
ribles qui regnentautour, la Bermude s'appelloit autrefois lifle du 
Diable, et les habitans de VAmerique Septentrionale , qui font trafic 
de cheveaux aux Indes-Occidentales, iujourdhuy meme, ne fe 
croyent jamais en feurete qu'ils n'ayant auparavant pafle ces 
Latitudes ; et c ell de la et du grand nombre de cheveaux qu'ils 
font obliges de jetter a la mer, qu'on les appelle ordinairement 
Latitudes de Cheveaux. 

On pent dire avec quelque jufteffe que cette ifle eft gardee 
par les vents, et defendue par la foudre et leclaire, Artillerie 
du ciel. 

L'air en eft fain et le climat tempere, et quoique les tem- 
petes perpetuelles et les ouragans fe dechainent fur les cotes, 
cependant lepais interieurjouit d'une ferenite parfaite, fe trou- 
vant entierement libre de quelque tempete que ce puifle etre. 

Le Bourg principal et celui de St. George, ayant pres de 1000 
maifons vers le Nord-Oueft. 

Les vivres y font a bon marche et en abondance, et elle 
abonde en toute fortede poiflbn et de fruits; les maifons et les 
chaloupes font pour la plupart baties de cedre, dont il refte 

encore 
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encore plufieurs beauk bocages. La Bermude eft une ifle tres 
agreable, a une circonftance pres, que pour y rendre vifite il 
faudra voyager dans un tourbillon. 

Le 28 Aout. On perdit de veiie le Korfolky et le convoi, hor- 
mis VInfernale, Galiote a bombes, et 13 voiles de vaifleaux 
marchands, le refte du convoi avoit gagne le devant. 

Le 7 Septembre. On decouvrit une flotte au Sud, ce fut le 
Brifiol^ avec 50 voiles du convoi qui pourfuivit fa route vers 
VIrelande, qui avoit quitte le Korfolk et les vaiffeaux marchands 
le jour d'auparavant i 4 heures d apres-midi. . 

Le 8 Septembre. Nous rejoignimes le Norfolk et le convoi- La 
mer fe trouva tres groffe tout cie matin, ay ant fait grand vent 
pendant toute la nuit. Quelques uns des vaifleaux fembloient 
avoir perdu leur perroquets^ et d'iutres firent (ignal d'incom- 
modite- II fit grand vent toute la journee, nous perdimes de 
veiie le Norfolk et le convoi a midi, et demeurames les voiles

Le 27 Septembre. Le Rippon arriva a Plymouth, comme Tavoit

mais vue : harCeles par des allarmes perpetuelles, et fatigues

Savit atrox Vols gens, nee teli cmfpicit ujquam 
AuBorem, nee quo fe ardens immittere poffit. 
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En pareille occafion ils fe tinrent inebranlables dans leurs 
rangs, ou fe jetterent la bayonette au bout du fuCl, au travers 
des arbres et des buiffons, jufqu'a ce qu'ils les euffent entier- 
ment netoyes. La Fortune a la fin fe declara pour eux,, et
